Stonewall Snafus: No 5th Ave., 
Madonna, Minnelli Banned

Although she’s not expect¬ 
ed to attend, Stonewall 25 or¬ 
ganizers say that New York 
City Mayor Rudolph Guil- 
iani’s administration doesn’t 
want Madonna to speak at a 
pre-march rally at this 
month’s commemoration of 
the Stonewall riots. 

The administration and or¬ 
ganizers are also in tense ne¬ 
gotiations over the refusal of 
the conservative Guiliani ad¬ 
ministration to give the group 
a permit to march down Fifth 
Avenue. 

A First Avenue route past 
the United Nations has been 
approved, but negotiations 
about Fifth Avenue have 
been stalled, raising questions 
of whether hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of marchers will take 
the route anyway. 

Organizers have been told 
there aren’t enough police to 
handle the crowds. Counter¬ 
demonstrators have planned to 
take Fifth Avenue anyway. 
A massive Dyke March is 
also planned for the previous 
night, June 25, to start from 
Washington Square Park. 

Organizers say that Guil- 
iani’s people didn’t want Liza 
Minnelli to sing at the rally 
on the Great Lawn of Central 
Park either, because they 
claim her appearance would 
draw too many additional 
people — perhaps an extra 
50,000 — to the site. 

According to organizers 
for the event, an assistant 
NYC Parks Commissioner 
wanted the group to get her 
clearance and approval for ev¬ 
ery performer — and speaker 
— on the bill for the historic 
event. 


The reason, according to 
Pat Norman, one of three co¬ 
chairs for the event, was 
their concern that too many 
people could be crowded into 
Central Park, despite the fact 
that other superstar enter¬ 
tainers, Barbra Streisand, Lu¬ 
ciano Pavarotti and Diana Ross 
have given concerts in the 
space without similar crowd 
control concerns. 

According to Norman, the 
controversial comment about 
Madonna was made by an 
aide to Deputy NYC Mayor 
Fran Reiter in discussions be¬ 
tween Steve Oxendine, Rally 
Coordinator, and David Klas- 
feldt, about who was going to 
appear at the rally. 

“What if Madonna wanted 
to come to the microphone to 
endorse this event?” Oxendine 
asked. 

“I want you to tell her no,” 
David Klasfeldt said. 

"I’m not going to do that,” 
Oxendine said. 

Klasfeldt was unavailable 
for comment at press time, 
but Norman told the Bay 
Area Reporter that she 
thought the incidents are typ¬ 
ical of the way the Guiliani 
administration was handling 
the event. 

“We’re trying to tell them 
that we know the community 
and that the community 
wants 5th Avenue and 1st Av¬ 
enue, wants to go past the 
UN and wants to go up 5th 
Avenue. We are saying the 
community is responsible, 
they’re saying we know bet¬ 
ter than you do, it doesn’t 
matter what you tell us, this 
is what you’ve got.” 

Norman said organizers 
were still in negotiations with 
the administration about the 


march route—and that she 
doesn’t think that the Guiliani 
people have a very clear take 
on the sentiments of the les¬ 
bian and gay community 
about Stonewall—or the reac¬ 
tion that will ensue about be¬ 
ing denied the Fifth Avenue 
March route. 

“We’ve got people coming 
from 72 countries to com¬ 
memorate the struggle for 
our human rights. We’re 
really very serious that we 
are going to have to have 
both routes. We’d like to do it 
in the most positive way and 
work it out in a way that is 
respectful of the administra¬ 
tion, but is most respectful of 
our community. The commu¬ 
nity is the bottom line here 
and one way or the other peo¬ 
ple expect to be able to walk 
down Fifth Avenue,” Norman 
said. T

Miller Makes History

California voters made po¬ 
litical history June 7 by choos¬ 
ing Tony Miller, the first 
openly gay candidate for 
statewide office in the United 
States, as their Democratic 
nominee for secretary of 
state. Miller, who has served 
as deputy secretary of state 
for the past dozen years and 
who was appointed acting 
secretary of state earlier this 
year when March Fong Eu 
(who backed his candidacy) 
became ambassador to Mi¬ 
cronesia, won a surprisingly 
easy victory over the better-fi¬ 
nanced and more publicized 
former LA City Councilman 
Michael Woo and LA Assem¬ 
blywoman Gwen Moore, who 
had the backing of Willie 
Brown. 

Miller, who lives on a farm 
outside Sacramento with his 
gay partner of many years, is 
known in the capital as one of 
the hardest workers in state 
government. He’ll face As¬ 
semblyman Bill Jones, the Re¬ 
publican nominee, in Novem¬ 
ber. Most political observers 
now see Miller as the decided 
favorite over his little-known 
GOP opponent. 

In other firsts, Kathleen 
Brown, daughter of Pat 
Brown and sister of Jerry 
Brown, became the third per¬ 
son in her family to be nomi¬ 
nated for governor of Califor¬ 
nia. Brown defeated opponent 
John Garamendi by a 48-33 
margin (Tom Hayden re-

ceived 14 percent of the vote) 
to become the Democratic 
Party’s choice to oppose in¬ 
cumbent Republican Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson in Novem¬ 
ber. 

In other state races, Rep. 
Michael Huffington easily 
turned back a primary chal¬ 
lenge from former Rep. 
William Dannemeyer to win 
the right to face incumbent 
Senator Dianne Feinstein in 
the general election. Feinstein 
is rated the favorite in this 
race despite the Republican’s 
threat to “spend as many mil¬ 
lions as it takes” to beat her. 

State Senator Cathy 
Wright, a conservative Re¬ 
publican, will face Democrat 
Gray Davis for lieutenant 
governor; Democrat business¬ 
woman Kathleen Connell will 
face Republican former As¬ 
semblyman Tom McClintock 
in the race for state con¬ 
troller; former Democratic 
Party chair Phil Angelides 
will meet Republican

Cuts in the City Budget: 

"No More Rabbits in the Hat"

Mayor Frank Jordan last 
week unveiled a $2.78 billion 
dollar budget for fiscal year 
1994-95 that sets public safety 
as the city’s top priority, 
keeps libraries open, and pre¬ 
serves city services without 
raising taxes. 

The proposed budget also 
eliminates and downgrades 
more than 300 city jobs. Jor¬ 
dan had already nixed $12 
million in pay raises for an es¬ 
timated 6,000 city workers 
proposed by the board of su¬ 
pervisors last month. 

“There are no new taxes in 
this budget. I promised to 
make the priorities of our res¬ 
idents my own — a safer, 
cleaner city. I have done that 
by directing all departments 
to reduce their bureaucracy 
and divert resources towards 
tangible services,” Jordan said 
in his budget message. 

“Earlier this year year the 
project budget deficit for fis¬ 
cal year ‘94-95 was $100 mil¬ 
lion. Sixty-two million of that 
figure was from the fiscal 
hemorrhaging which flows 
from the city’s uncontrollable 
labor contracts,” Jordan said. 

But, says a spokesperson 
for Supervisor Carole 


Migden, Jordan’s budget is a 
lot more tentative than it may 
first seem. 

“The problem is that it’s 
not done. There are a couple 
of things that are unaccount¬ 
ed for which will eventually 
have to lead to major cuts 
elsewhere,” Migden aide 
Dana Van Gorder told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“If it passes, Proposition E, 
the library initiative, will cost 
between $13 and $17 million. 
The Mayor’s budget also as¬ 
sumes that the state won’t 
take any money from us 
when they resolve their bud¬ 
get. If we have to cough up 
another $50 million in 
November or December 
when the state budget is 
done, some health and social 
service programs could really 
suffer,” Van Gorder said. 

The library initiative calls 
for secured funding for the 
public library system. 

According to Van Gorder, 
the state could also further 
shift the cost of some man¬ 
dated social service and 
health programs to San Fran¬ 
cisco — and take a larger share 
of local property tax rev¬ 
enues.

San Francisco Lesbian and 
Gay Freedom Day Parade or¬ 
ganizers say that they expect 
400,000 people to participate

Lawsuit Filed Against AmFAR 
Director for HIV Misdiagnosis

A lawsuit seeking an esti¬ 
mated $2 million for damages 
by a man who charges he was 
misdiagnosed with HIV infec¬ 
tion in 1988 by former Amer¬ 
ican Foundation for AIDS 
Research director Joel 
Weisman, M.D., has been set 
for trial in Los Angeles. 

Trevor Dykman, a South 
African native, charges in the 
lawsuit that he discovered 
that he was actually HIV neg¬ 
ative four years after his al¬ 
leged misdiagnosis while 
serving a federal prison sen¬ 
tence for passport forgery and 
credit card and bad check 
fraud convictions. 

Dykman’s permanent resi¬ 
dent immigration status was 
revoked because of the con¬ 
victions and he was deported 
from the United States last 
year by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service after 
serving an 18-month felony 
sentence at the Federal De¬ 
tention Center in Oakdale, 
Louisiana. 

“We have no comment ex¬ 
cept to say we’ll try our case 
in court, while he’s doing it in 
the media,” Weisman’s attor¬ 
ney Richard Goor told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We’re 
confident of winning the case 
in court. Dr. Weisman met 
the clinical standard of care at 
all times.” 

Dykman committed the 
crimes three years after he 
was diagnosed with HIV in¬ 
fection. 

“Something inside me 
must have snapped,” he said. 
“I’d lost another close friend, 
I’d lost my job and was unin¬ 
sured and unable to get 
health insurance. I was scared 
and fearful. It’s a big thing to 
get a handle on, and in my 
case I had a ‘what the hell’ at¬ 
titude. I broke the law and it 
was a terrible shock to sud¬ 
denly realize that I was in 
trouble,” he said. 

After Dykman was sen¬ 
tenced to the minimum secu¬ 
rity prison in Louisiana, ac¬ 
cording to attorney Paul Wot- 
man of the Law Offices of 


Arnold Laub, he decided to 
seek treatment for his HIV 
disease. 

“He informed the prison 
officials that he had tested 
positive for HIV and sought 
anti-virals to treat him,” Wot- 
man said. 

Dykman was tested for 
HIV infection and the test 
came back negative in March 
1992. He subsequently was

tested four more times while 
in federal custody and each 
time the results came back 
negative. 

“I wrote Dr. Weisman 
from prison after three nega¬ 
tive tests over five months 
and asked him as a friend 
what he thought was going 
on here,” Dykman said. 

But, Dykman says, Weis¬ 
man never responded to his 
letter. 

“Had he written back then 
saying, ‘Trevor, we made a 
mistake. I’m sorry. What can 
I do to help?’ it would have 
been enough for me.” But 
Dykman said that he never 
had any response from Weis¬ 
man. 

Dykman was released from 
federal prison in 1993 after ser¬ 


ving 18 months and making 
$25,000 in restitution pay¬ 
ments. 

Dykman has been unable 
to find employment in his ca¬ 
reer as a medical equipment 
import marketing specialist in 
South Africa because of his 
criminal record, and because 
he is barred from entry into 
the United States. 

“When he went to prison, 
he assumed he would get sick 
and die there. When he dis¬ 
covered that a mistake had 
been made, he was very an¬ 
gry that he had gone through 
all these experiences for the 
previous three and a half 
years,” Wotman said. 

“He felt that if it were not 
for the HIV diagnosis, he 
would have made a success at 
his jobs and not gotten so con¬ 
fused,” Wotman said. 

“This isn’t easy to do,” 
Dykman said. “I’m not look¬ 
ing for sympathy. I broke the 
law. I went to prison. It’s cer¬ 
tainly not something I’m 
proud of,” he said. 

Dykman says the way he 
responded to his HIV diagno¬ 
sis led to his troubles with the 
law. 

“It’s a weakness in some 
sense. I know many people 
who are HIV-positive and 
who go on and live their 
lives. I have some friends 
with AIDS who are doing 
their best. But this was the 
way I dealt with it, and I suf¬ 
fered the consequences. I can 
understand and explain it but 
it doesn’t excuse it,” Dykman 
said. 

According to Wotman, 
Dykman was initially tested 
for HIV as part of a routine 
medical examination because 
he was a gay man. 

Although Dykman’s T-cell 
count was higher than normal 
at the time of initial diagnosis 
and never dropped below a 
normal range, the suit 
charges that the HIV-positive 
diagnosis was never ques¬ 
tioned. 

The lawsuit seeks mone¬ 
tary damages for future lost 
wages and pain and suffering.

Animal AIDS Among 
CLEAN's Crazed Claims

Mutant killer AIDS viruses 
may spread from animals to 
humans and could turn into 
an airborne “AIDS flu” which 
can “wipe out human popula¬ 
tions,” according to the Bris¬ 
bane, California Citizen’s 
League For Environmental 
Action Now (CLEAN). 

The non-profit group made 
the claim in a flyer circulated 
to Brisbane residents in re¬ 
sponse to preliminary discus¬ 
sions betweeen the City of 
Brisbane and the University 
of California over the use of a 
600 acred former municipals 
landfill as a possible medical 
biotechonology testing site. 

But, the citizen’s league 
doesn’t believe that the Uni¬ 
versity wants to develop a 
biomedical testing facility—it 
says that they want to bring a 
“bio-warfare” center to Bris¬ 
bane. 

Brisbane Planning director 
Carol Nelson said that the 
city is exploring uses for the 
landfil as it develops its gen¬ 
eral plan, and acknowledges 
the landfill site, near an aban¬ 
doned Southern Pacific rail¬ 
way yard, has some toxic 
waste contaminants. Oil and 
flammable solvents used to 
clean railway cars have con¬ 
taminated soil and groundwa¬ 
ter. 

But, the toxic material has 


been identified and is being 
managed, as required by state 
laws governing municipal

landfill facilities. 

“Is it a superfund site? 
No,” Nelson told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Whether or not the Uni¬ 
versity of California and Bris¬ 
bane ever agree to build such 


a facility isn’t what concerns 
the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, according to 
spokesperson Dave Ford. 

The AIDS Foundation is 
concerned about the fear- 
mongering and hysteria im¬ 
plicit in the CLEAN claims 
about AIDS. 

“It’s astounding that this 
kind of imflammatory 
rhetoric is still being used to 
try to terrorize people about 
contracting AIDS,” Ford said. 

“HIV is a virus that, as its 
name implies, affects human 
beings and not animals. AIDS 
can be spread from human to 
human through well-known 
routes of transmission, like 
unprotected sexual inter¬ 
course. It is not spread from 
humans to animals or from 
animals to humans.” 

And Ford said, CLEAN 
should known better. 

“Furthermore, to engage in 
a pubic debate about real es¬ 
tate or environmental issues 
using this kind of ignorant and 
uninformed and inflammatory 
rhetoric is unforgivable,” Ford 
said. 

The next round of public 
comments about the Brisbane 
General Plan and an oppor¬ 
tunity to repond to CLEAN 
will be at the 21 of June at the 
Brisbane Community Center 
at 250 Visitacion. ▼ 


SF General to Initiate 
Clinical Trial of New Cytokine

The UC San Francisco 
AIDS Program at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital has an¬ 
nounced plans to conduct a 
Phase One safety study of re¬ 
combinant human IL12 
(rhILl2) for HIV-infected per¬ 
sons. IL12 is a potent stimu¬ 
lator of T helper (CD4+) cell 
development and prolifera¬ 
tion, T killer (CD8+) cell pro¬ 
liferation and activation, and 
the production of two cy¬ 
tokines, IL2 and interferon 
gamma. IL2 stimulates T cell 
proliferation and interferon 
gamma is an important anti¬ 


viral. 

The study will assess the 
safety of a single dose of 
rhILl2 administered to HIV- 
infected persons with 100-500 
CD4+ cell counts. The study 
has openings for 40 partici¬ 
pants. All of them will re¬ 
ceive a dose of either rhILl2 
or a placebo and will be re¬ 
quired to stay in the hospital 
overnight. Eligibility require¬ 
ments include HIV+ status, 
asymptomatic, and on stable 
anti-retroviral therapy. 

Although patients are not 
expected to benefit therapeu¬ 
tically from a single dose of 
IL12—this is a safety 


study—participants will be 
given priority to participate in 
future therapeutic trials. Re¬ 
searchers are extremely opti¬ 
mistic that rhILl2 will play 
an important role in anti-HIV 
therapy. 

A parallel study will be 
conducted at the UCLA Cen¬ 
ter for AIDS Research and 
Education(CARE), the clinical 
component of the UCLA 
AIDS Institute.

Button Up to Fight AIDS 


Business is booming

Half-a-million dollars in 
change has been collected for 
the AIDS Emergency Fund 
by placing hundreds of dona¬ 
tion jars across town. It’s even 
more astonishing to learn that 
95 cents from each dollar ac¬ 
tually goes to people with 
AIDS. 

The AIDS Emergency 
Fund is trying to repeat this 
success by selling campaign 
buttons. The design features 
the slogan, “Every Penny 
Counts.” In addition, these 
red buttons have a penny 
glued to the center. 

“At first, we tried gluing 
the pennies to the buttons 
with everything from white 
glue, model glue, even peanut 
butter, but none of them 
worked. Later, We found out 
that Krazy Glue works best,” 
said Mr. Tucker Finn, the de¬ 
signer of the button. 

Finn told the B.A.R. that 
his button idea evolved after 
he brainstormed on which 
product would make the most 
money for the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund. Some of his orig¬ 
inal ideas include a pop-out 
cutout with the double heart 
logo of the AIDS Emergency 
Fund. Another idea was to 
sponsor a “shades project,” A 
fund raiser in which people 
with AIDS paint a design on 
a window shade and auction 
it off. However, Finn stuck 
with his button idea because 
he believes that the slogan, 


“Every Penny Counts,” plus a 
real penny, illustrate his mes¬ 
sage in the most direct and 
simple way possible. 

The buttons are manufac¬ 
tured by residents and volun¬ 
teers at the Peter Klaver 
Community House. So far,

they have produced over a 
thousand pieces on the assem¬ 
bly line and plan to make 
many more buttons in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The buttons are expected 
to go on sale by Gay Pride 
Week in June and will be dis¬ 
played next to all the AIDS 
Emergency Fund collection 
jars. The collection/penny jars 
can be found in bars such as 
the Lone Star and the Water¬ 
ing Hole, prestigious restau¬ 
rants, shops and even fashion 
centers such as Showplace 
Square. 


The buttons will sell for 
$1, 95 cents of which will go 
to people with AIDS. “They 
[people with AIDS] get a 
grant of $500 year to pay for 
things such as phone bills and 
funeral expenses. It helps peo¬ 
ple stay afloat,” Finn said. 
“The other five cents goes to 
making the button, which in¬ 
cludes the penny.” 

Besides designing buttons 
for the AIDS Emergency 
Fund, Mr. Finn picks up all 
the penny jars south of Mar¬ 
ket. “There are over 60 penny 
jars in my territory,” he said. 

Remember that the but¬ 
tons are made in Klaver 
House at no charge to the 
AIDS Emergency Fund. 
Catholic Charities really had 
nothing to do with the project 
except provide a space for the 
volunteers to work in. 

In response to a gay quota 
in the administrative staff of 
Catholic Charities, Mr. Finn 
said, “how can you ask a nun 
or priest if they are gay? [they 
aren’t even supposed to have 
sex in the first place]. The ad¬ 
ministration of Klaver House 
is very sensitive, aware and 
capable of helping people 
with AIDS. We don’t have re¬ 
ligious services: nor is it ever 
brought up or asked.”

Ten Thousand Athletes 
Already Signed for Gay Games

NEW YORK (UPI) - Al¬ 
most a full month before reg¬ 
istration closed for the Gay 
Games IV and Cultural Festi¬ 
val in New York City, event 
officials said more than 10,000 
athletes and thousands of 
artists already signed up to 
participate. 

Although registration re¬ 
mains open until June 1, some 
sports already had reached ca¬ 
pacity by the first week in 
May. In tennis, for example, 
more than 800 competitors 
were enrolled in 35 different 
age or ability levels when the 
officials made their announce¬ 
ment on May 4. 

At least 500 of the athletes 
in the quadrennial games are 
believed heterosexual, said 


the Games’ chief spokesman, 
Marlin Collingwood. “You 
don’t have to be gay to play,” 
he added. 

The theme of the games, 
“Unity,” calls for inclusive¬ 
ness, so no one is excluded 
from the games, he said. 

Collingwood said the num¬ 
ber of participants is rivaling 
that of the Olympics. 

A million visitors expected 

In a briefing for reporters 
on preparations for the event, 
expected to draw more than a 
million visitors to New York 
City June 18 to June 25, Gay 
Games organizers said the 
participants come from 42 
countries, including Indone¬ 
sia, Bulgaria, Zimbabwe, and 
New Zealand. 

They pointed out that the 


Justice Department in March 
lifted the ban on HIV-positive 
people and people with AIDS 
for a ten-day period coincid¬ 
ing with the games. 

Opening ceremonies, to be 
held at Columbia University’s 
Wien Stadium, are expected 
to be attended by 20,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

“The closing ceremonies... 
are more popular this year 
because more people will be 
coming to New York to cele¬ 
brate the 25th anniversary of 
the Stonewall riots in Man¬ 
hattan’s Greenwich Village, 
considered to be the begin¬ 
ning of the gay rights move¬ 
ment,” Collingwood said. 

Negotiations are still un¬ 
derway with Yankee Stadium 
to hold the closing cere¬ 
monies there. ▼

NYPD: No Decoy 
Cops at Gay Games

NEW YORK - A top po¬ 
lice official said Tuesday, 

May 10 the department has 
no plans to use gay and les¬ 
bian decoy cops to ensnare 
gay bashers during next 
month’s Gay Games IV and 
Cultural Festival. 

Chief of Department John 
Timoney said additional 
plainclothes officers will be 
deployed for the games and 
the World Cup soccer tourna¬ 
ment, but they would not at¬ 
tempt to pose as stereotypical 
gays or lesbians, as reported 
in the New York Daily News. 

“If there are specific as¬ 
saults on the gay community, 
we will be there to address 
them,” Timoney said. 

The NYPD will assign 
male-male, female-female and 
male-female partners to the 
plainclothes details, but “they 
will not act or walk in a cer¬ 
tain way,” Timoney said. “We 
are not looking to stereotype 
anyone.” 


A spokesman for the Gay 
Games said avowedly gay and 
lesbian police officers will 
participate in the security 
force on a volunteer basis, 
and he condemned the “de¬ 
coy” story as perpetuating ho¬ 
mosexual stereotyping. 

“You can’t say that gays 
and lesbians act this way or 
dress this way,” said the 
spokesman, Marlin Colling- 
wood. “One of the goals of 
the games is to break down 
such stereotypes.” ▼

Homophobic Jews Protest at 
Gays' Holocaust Memorial

JERUSALEM - On Tues¬ 
day, May 31, the speaker of 
Israel’s parliament strongly 
condemned protesters who 
taunted and physically 
assaulted gays and lesbians 
holding a prayer service at Yad 
Va’shem, Israel’s national 
memorial to the Holocaust. 

“People have the right to 
be different,” said Shevach 
Weiss, 59, leader of the 120- 
seat Knesset, in an interview 
on Israel radio. “Understand¬ 
ing this difference is a high 
value for every person who 
wants to create a free and 
democratic society,” added 
Weiss, a Holocaust survivor. 

In contrast to Weiss’s state¬ 
ment in support of diversity, 
Yad Va’shem officials, who 
had originally approved the 
Monday event, issued a state¬ 
ment that condemned the or¬ 
ganizers of the service as 
strongly as the protesters. 


“Yad Va’shem wishes to 
express its sorrow about the 
provocation which occurred 
yesterday in the Hall of Re- 
memberance at Yad Va’shem 
— carried out both by the 
group of homosexuals and 
lesbians who exploited Yad 
Va’shem for their own public 
relations purposes, and by the 
protestors, who brought dis¬ 
grace on the site with their vi¬ 
olent behavior,” officials said 
in a statement. 

The memorial service, or¬ 
ganized by gay civil rights 
groups from Israel and 
abroad to commemorate the 
killing of gays and lesbians by 
the Nazis during World War 
II, was interrupted by a hand¬ 
ful of protesters shouting, 
“Blasphemers,” “deviants,” 
and “God save us.” 

Police forcibly removed 
the protesters, who included 
two former activists with the 
outlawed militant Kach move¬ 
ment. 


One elderly protester col¬ 
lapsed on the floor shrieking, 
and the memorial service’s 
shocked participants respond¬ 
ed with singing and chanting. 
Four policemen removed the 
protester. 

“If I had been there yester¬ 
day,” said Weiss in the inter¬ 
view, “I would have asked the 
protesters, even religious 
ones, to let the lesbians and 
gays remember their friends 
in the way they want and to 
remember the extermination 
of people in the name of be¬ 
ing different.” 

“There is a tragic, shocking 
and demonic connection be¬ 
tween their tragedy and the 
tragedy of the Jewish people,” 
Weiss said. 

The memorial service’s 
participants were in Israel for 
the European Regional Con¬ 
ference of Lesbian and Gay 
Jews. ▼

Tony, Shiela and the Family Unit 



Congratulations to Tony Miller, the current Acting Secre¬ 
tary of State, who won the Democratic nomination for the race 
for that post in November. As B.A.R. readers know, Miller is 
an openly gay man who was not endorsed by the Demo pow- 
ers-that-be. But despite the official backing of another candi¬ 
date, and some childish mudslinging by a third, Miller carried 
the day. Kudos also to Shiela Kuehl, who won the primary for 
an Assembly seat in Santa Monica. Kuehl is best known for 
her role as Zelda in the TV show Dobie Gillis. 

Not all gay candidates around the state won; John Duran 
lost badly in Southern California, and while we are sorry there 
won’t be more lesbian and gay candidates on the ballot this au¬ 
tumn, hearts are light and gay around here that Miller will al¬ 
most certainly get elected in November. 

The fundy forces will probably gear up to defeat him how¬ 
ever they can. His election would show, again, that homosex¬ 
uality is not incompatible with any service, and that’s a truth 
that the extreme right wing would prefer to keep hidden. 
What he represents to them is what he is to us: a chink in the 
armor of bigotry, intolerance, and segregation. 

And while many believe that electing an official should 
have nothing to do with one’s sexual orientation, it often does. 
Having representation in the halls of power helps to sway the 
tide of bigotry. 

Like that of Senator Phil Wyman, a Republican from 
Tehachapi, who in helping to defeat a domestic partners bill, 
noted with typical idiocy that the bill would send “the wrong 
message to those that form the traditional family unit.” 

Yes, Phil, Ozzie and Harriet are shaking in their boots be¬ 
cause a queer man wants to visit his dying lover. Father and 
son games of catch will halt mid-air while two lesbian moms 
make a will to their child. 

If only our increasing power were so vast, perhaps we could 
quiet these bigots. In the meantime, we can rely on the powers 
of those who step into office, swear themselves in, lovers at 
their side sometimes, and deal with discrimination in a manner 
increasingly unfamiliar to the likes of Mr. Wyman: democrat¬ 
ically. 

William S. Burroughs compared “traditionalists” to di¬ 
nosaurs. Imagine brontasauruses and stegasauruses, cheering 
each other in trumpets of consensus. The only way to survive, 
they say, is to go back to traditional values, back to the family, 
as if huddling together in forced poses of domesticity will 
somehow heal every social rift in western civilization. 

Burroughs contested this archaic concept with a simple 
evolutionary truth. “You can’t go back. It’s the law.” He spoke 
of laws of nature, of course. Despite the harrumphing opinions 
of his dinosaur parodies, smaller, more adaptable creatures 
were swiftly crawling about the trunks of those garagantuans. 
We queer folk have been like that, dodging the thuds of those 
beasts. But now, our families, literally and figuratively, are 
evolving. Gay and gay-friendly elected officials will continue 
to push for the redefinition of family. 

Mr. Wyman, your neighbors may include the cookie cutter 
unit which you espouse, but down the block, past Dobie 
Gillis’s house, lives Zelda. She’s a lesbian, and she just might 
get a seat in the the Assembly. ▼ 



Remember, It Was a Riot

Twenty-five years ago, gay life in America 
was much different than today. Almost all 
states had sodomy laws, and gay establish¬ 
ments could only be found in the largest cities, 
in gay meccas like New York, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. Police raids on gay bars were 
common and their patrons lived in constant 
fear of harassment 
and arrest. For the 
most part, gay people 
took this in stride and 
accepted it as the sta¬ 
tus quo, but on one 
summer night in 
New York twenty 
five years ago, an 
event took place that 
would change things 
forever. 

Shortly after mid¬ 
night on June 26, 

1969, the Stonewall 
Inn, a popular Green¬ 
wich Village gay bar 
in New York City, 
was raided by police. 

For the first time 
ever, the patrons 
fought back, resulting 
in three nights of riot¬ 
ing and cries for gay liberation. Although it did 
not receive much press coverage at the time, 
the Stonewall rebellion became the “Boston 
Tea Party” of the gay rights movement. 

Despite their acts of heroism, the people at 
Stonewall weren’t hard-core activists. They 
were just people who were as mad as hell and 
weren’t going to take it anymore. Aside from 
occasional visits by the likes of Malcom Forbes 
and Ed Koch, the Stonewall Inn was primarily 


patronized by the disenfranchised, drag queens, 
butch dykes, and street people who had no oth¬ 
er place to go. Contrary to popular belief, they 
were the real heroes of Stonewall, a fact that 
should never be forgotten. 

Although the spirit of Stonewall has spread 
to cities throughout the world, we still have a 
long way to go. Despite the passage of gay 
rights laws in several states and dozens of 
cities, most gay people 
in America can be 
legally fired from their 
jobs or evicted from 
their homes solely on 
the basis of their sexu¬ 
al orientation. To make 
matters worse, ballot 
measures are being cir¬ 
culated in several 
states that would inval¬ 
idate all existing gay 
rights laws. Although 
we have won many im¬ 
portant battles, the war 
is far from over. 

On this 25th an¬ 
niversary of Stonewall, 
we should keep the 
spirit alive within us 
and take the next step. 
Come out to family, 
friends, and co-work¬ 
ers. Join a gay rights organization and become 
politically active. Support politicians who stand 
up for your rights. Educate the community on 
gay and lesbian issues. Have zero tolerance for 
ignorance and homophobia. Fight for your 
rights and don’t take no for an answer. With 
the spirit of Stonewall, ordinary people can do 
extraordinary things. 

Don’t ever forget that.V

More on Extremists 

I have faithfully read B.A.R. for many years so I was 
startled to see that Dennis Conkin would quote 
Anastasia Steinberg, SF Anti-Defamation League 
director, in the May 19 article “Muslim Extremists 
Continue Hate Campaign Against Gays” on a delicate 
and incendiary issue without givingsome of her past 
history. 

I will not go into great detail here, but I do urge the 
gay community of San Francisco and the entire Bay 
Area to be skeptical about her agenda and her motives 
until she proves that she will not be a force for 
divisiveness like she was in San Jose and Santa Clara 
County during 1991 and 1992 when she was Hate 
Crimes Coordinator for the County District Attorney. 

She thinks in stereotypes, although she disguises 
them slightly as “profiles” and she was quite ready 
here to take actions based on her “profiles.” Do not 
assume that she has given up that bigoted mode of 
thought. 

Ms. Steinberg is also willing to indulge in what, for 
most attorneys, would be a serious conflict of inter¬ 
est. For example, in her capacity as Hate Crimes Coor¬ 
dinator, she was assigned by the District Attorney to 
investigate whether the ADL was engaging in 
unlawful information collecting activities in Santa 
Clara County. She neglected to tell the District Attor¬ 
ney that she was on the governing board of the ADL 
when he gave her the assignment of looking into ac¬ 
tivities of the ADL. This is the kind of unethical 
behavior she engages in. She was subsequently 
demoted. 

Be on guard when she approaches the gay commu¬ 
nity because you should let three or four years go by 
while observing her closely before trusting her.

Responsible Living for Good Health 

Congratulations to B.A.R. for finally presenting 
some of the alternative views on AIDS. There is not 
enough of this reporting in the gay and lesbian press 
or in the national media. Our community and, in par¬ 
ticular, those suffering from AIDS or who are HIV+ 
must for their own survival, question established 
authority on the theories HIV equals AIDS and the 
resultant toxic drug prescriptions such as AZT and 
its relatives. 

Even though no progress has been made in curing 
AIDS working under the theory HIV=AIDS, the 
medical and scientific communities continue to stifle 
and refuse to fund any dissenting opinions or theories 
on HIV= AIDS, which is totally contrary to all sound 
scientific study. Good scientific research depends on 
conflicting theories and sound verifiable tests that 
prove or disprove those theories. There is, to date, no 
one single paper or study or group of papers or studies 
in scientific literature that conclusively proves 
HIV= AIDS. Quite to the contrary, there even exists, 
according to CDC records, several thousand people 
suffering from AIDS but with no HIV antibodies 
present. 

The only valid answers to the dilemma of AIDS 
after all these years and money spent, appears to lie 
more with the thousands of long-term survivors such 
as the article’s Bryan Coyle. The survivors’ varied per¬ 
sonal experiences and experimentation are the only 
real positive and reliable data we can truly depend on. 

As Bryan points out in the article, we can take 
charge of our own bodies by restructuring our views 
on health. Realizing that past or present drug abuse 
(legal or illegal), alcohol abuse, dietary habits, stress 
and environmental toxics all affect our health, is a 
positive and centuries-old message.

LGBT/POC call BAR Un-PC 

The LGBT (lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender) 
community is not a monolitithic community. A 
monolithic LBGT community would certainly make 
it easier for politicians to judge support or opposition 
for their issues or candidacy. Since we do not have a 
monolithic LGBT community it is unfortunate that 
the Bay Area Reporter’s May 26, 1994 editorial criticiz¬ 
ed San Francisco Community College Board candi¬ 
date Lawrence Wong for inviting California Secretary 
of State candidate Michael Woo to attend his (Wong’s) 
kickoff fundraiser. 

Even in such a PC city as San Francisco, many seem 
to forget that it is possible to be les/gay/bi/trans and 
an African-American, Asian-American, Latino/Latina, 
or other ethnic heritage. In situations such as the Dem¬ 
ocratic primary election for Secretary of State, three 
qualified candidates are seeking the same seat; an 
African-American, Assemblywoman Gwen Moore; an 
Asian American, former Los Angeles City Coun¬ 
cilman Mike Woo; and a gay white male, Acting Sec¬ 
retary of State Tony Miller. 

Apparently the GWM establishment does not 
realize the dilemma ethnic and sexual minorities face 
in such elections. Do you support a gay because he is 
gay? Do you support an Asian-American because he 
is Asian-American? Do you support an African- 
American because she is African-American? For 
many people it is a matter of whether we feel more 
at risk as a LGBT or a POC (person of color). Those 
who feel more at risk as a LGBT are more likely to 
vote for a gay candidate. Those who feel more at risk 
as a POC will more likely vote for a POC candidate. 

Our LGBT community is not a monolithic commu¬ 
nity and as such is not always going to vote the way 
the GWM establishment might wish. As do all citizens, 
POC LGBT’s look at issues and a candidates record 
of supporting or opposing issues of concern to us.

It is with very mixed emotions that I read the “Guest 
Opinion” of Greg Seibert in the May 10 issue oiB.A.R. 

If Mr. Seibert wants to make his case for positive 
thinking and affirmative living, I congratulate him. 
My problem is that my lover is dying of AIDS. I am 
“supposed” to say “living” with AIDS, but his quali¬ 
ty of life is such that this would be a lie. 

There is a thin line between denial and acceptance. 
It seems very schizoid to listen to one of the relative¬ 
ly few longtime survivors of 12 years and try to base 
one’s thinking on this man’s “luck of the draw.” 

At one time, not long go, I would have clung to the 
hopes which Mr. Seibert sets forth. That was before 
Michael Callen died. That was not supposed to hap¬ 
pen! He had all the right answers to prevent his 
demise. I would also ask Mr. Seibert to be a little easier 
on those guys connected to IV units and too weak to 
run a construction business or work 60 hours a week, 
or kayak. 

Ultimately the young man who jumped from the 
Golden Gate Bridge was reacting to what he believ¬ 
ed awaited him in the ongoing saga of AIDS — demen¬ 
tia, loss of faculties, loss of friends and status, etc. 
Although few AIDS patients who speak of commit¬ 
ting suicide actually do so, the mere idea that they have 
the control over their situation to do so if they wish, 
is often therapeutic. 

I am watching as my lover of 10 years dies inch by 
inch and there is not a “solution” in this guest opinion. 

We do need to state the fact that HIV= Death be¬ 
cause the idea hasn’t caught on in this country fast 
enough to find a cure, nor has it helped to bring com¬ 
passion to our community. For example, maybe the 
man who jumped from the Golden Gate Bridge had 
just read one of those personal ads calling for HIV 
negatives only!

In other words, it’s the attitude that I find frighten¬ 


ing, for I see no difference in that attitude and the at¬ 
titude of Sheldon, Limbaugh, Michelangelo Signorile, 
or any extremist.

It plays into the hands of those who still 
assert that homosexuality is a vice and a sickness, even 
though the APA declared more than 20 years ago that 
such is not the case. 

Second, and far more harmful in its damaging im¬ 
plications, is your perpetuation of the shame and in¬ 
ternalized self-hatred young gay people experience 
through your unwillingness to “suggest to a 13-year- 
old that he or she may be gay.” Why? It can only be 
inferred that it is unacceptable, in your estimation, for 
a teen to consider that he or she might, in fact, be gay. 
If your aim is to spare the uncertain heterosexual teen 
the angst such a musing might occasion, you do so 
only at the expense of the dignity and the healthy de¬ 
velopment of the gay teen. 

The fault lies not with being gay, but rather with 
an insidiously stigmatic set of social cues that pressure 
gay youth into self-loathing and invisibility. Is it any 
wonder that alcoholism, drug abuse and suicide are 
epidemic among young gay men and women? We are 
all culpable to the extent that we allow ourselves, un¬ 
wittingly or not, to perpetuate denial and condem¬ 
nation. 

Please Ann, consider these points, as everyone 
deserves to grow into themselves with love and sup¬ 
port. For gay and lesbian teens, it is a matter of life 
and death.

California voters are in for 
more than their share of mud- 
slinging for the next 5-1/2 
months. 

Only 24 hours after Fein¬ 
stein accused megamillionaire 
Huffington of dodging Cali¬ 
fornia state taxes, the trans¬ 
planted Texas oilman re¬ 
sponded in kind 
with yet another 
television ad, this 
one raising ques¬ 
tions about 
whether the sen¬ 
ator herself had 
paid her share of 
federal taxes. 

While records 
would seem to 
bear out Fein- 
stein’s charges 
that Huffington 
“avoided Califor¬ 
nia taxes” by 
maintaining that 
he actually was a 
Texas citizen un¬ 
til 1991 (though 

his wife and chil- - 

dren claimed residence in a 
Santa Barbara-area mansion 
for years prior to Huffington’s 
actual taking up official resi¬ 
dence here three years ago), 
the GOP nominee continues 
to declare that he lived in 
Texas and therefore didn’t 
owe any state taxes in Califor¬ 
nia. 

The Feinstein-Huffington 
charges and countercharges 
promise to get even dirtier in 
the upcoming months, espe¬ 
cially since the $4 million in 
television ads that the Repub¬ 
lican has bought himself so 
far has done the trick and 
gained him the name recogni¬ 
tion he previously did not 
have. Feinstein was recently 
thought by nearly all to have 
an easy ride against any Re¬ 
publican in November, but 
the freshman congressman’s 
deep pockets have turned this 
into a race. 

The latest Huffington ad, 
responding to Feinstein’s “tax 
cheat” charges, says that the 
senator “paid no federal in¬ 
come taxes in three separate 
years.” In fact, Huffington’s 
campaign spokesperson Bob 
Schuman said this week that 
“if Mrs. Feinstein wants to 


see a tax cheat, perhaps she 
should look in the mirror.” 

The Feinstein camp, turn¬ 
ing up the political heat, ac¬ 
cused the GOP nominee of 
sleazy politics and called his 
ad a “new low.” The former 
San Francisco mayor pointed 
out the reason that she didn’t 
pay federal taxes in those 
years was because her then 
husband, Bert Feinstein, was 
dying of cancer and the cou¬ 
ple’s income was erased by 
medical bills. “To criticize 
somebody for something like 
that is heartless, and I think it 
shows Mr. Huffington’s true 
colors,” said Kam Kuwata, 
the Feinstein campaign chair¬ 
person. 

The fact that both the Fe¬ 
instein and Huffington cam¬ 
paigns started a statewide

barrage of attack television 
commercials before the June 
7 primary only indicates how 
important this seat is to both 
parties as they look to the 
1996 presidential election, and 
Huffington, once considered a 
long shot at best, is, according 
to recent polls, now within 
striking distance.

Though the widely respect¬ 
ed Democratic incumbent 
possesses a veteran strategy

Quote of the Week: “I 
don’t feel that policy-makers 
and decision-makers should 
worry about anyone’s bed¬ 
room but their own. None of 
us is good enough or knows 
enough to make decisions 
about other people’s sexual 
preferences.” — Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral Joycelyn Elders, speaking 
in an upcoming Advocate in¬ 
terview, urging that gays be 
admitted in both the Boy and 
Girl Scouts. (The Girl Scouts 
have since publicly denied 
any charges of discrimination 
against lesbian girls, saying 
they are open to all.) ▼

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These Little Piggies Went to Market 
(And Became a Target Group)

W ith the semester 
and its many pro¬ 
jects finally com¬ 
pleted, I found 
myself standing in front of a 
dusty haphazard pile on my 
living room floor consisting of 
months of unread magazines. 
Between countless issues of 
Newsweek — my father gave

me a two-year gift subscrip¬ 
tion. Thanks, Dad — there 
were issues of Sassy, Essence, 
BLK, Mirabella, Out, 10 Per¬ 
cent, Bazaar and a couple of 
stray ’zines and papers. 

I grabbed a couple months 
worth of issues of varying 
magazines, except for 
Newsweek. I scanned the 
covers of the latter, picking 
out the ones that held promis¬ 
ing entertainment value. I 
chose the Kurt Cobain, 
Prozac and Generation X is¬ 
sues. (Hey, how come Kurt 
got a cover and River didn’t? 
Is blowing your head off that 
much cooler than ODing?) 

I crawled into bed looking 
forward to grazing the pas¬ 
tures of popular culture with¬ 
out having to deconstruct it 
using a post-modern, Marxist, 
feminist framework; translate 
it into Spanish; or write a 
tight, concise, specific poem 
about the experience. As I 
opened one magazine after 
another, I began noticing the 
changes in the relationship 
between the straight world 
and the queer world. In the 
queer press the most obvious 
intersection of these worlds is 
in the advertising. 

First of all, the advertising 
thing in the queer press has 
gone way beyond the begin¬ 
ning stage when many 
thought that the advertisers in 
our publications were being 
progressive and supportive of 
gay rights. It is now clear that 
we are simply a market 
which supposedly possesses a 
large disposable income. (I 
wish I had a large disposable 
income!) 

Hollywood’s Chateau Mar- 
mont, for instance, has a full- 
page ad in the most recent is¬ 
sue of Out as well as in other 
issues. However, when I was 
there with friends in Decem¬ 
ber, Rush Limbaugh was hav¬ 
ing a party in the lobby. 
There were lots of white peo¬ 
ple, food and Rush books on 
both paper and cassette. One 
woman in our group protest¬ 
ed his presence very loudly at 
the front desk, inciting other 
queers in the lobby to join her 


in her expression of extreme 
dissatisfaction. “I am staying 
here because you advertise in 
the gay press,” she told them. 
“And now you ruin my vaca¬ 
tion by allowing one of this 
country’s most notorious ho¬ 
mophobes to throw a party in 
the lobby.” 

After talking to a couple 
men with big important titles 
at the Marmont, we walked 
through the lobby wearing 
leather jackets and workboots 
and what ever dykey acces¬ 
sories we could find. We held 
hands and hugged and kissed 
as our fearless leader said re¬ 
peatedly as she navigated a 
path through the crowd, “Ex¬ 
cuse me, could you please let 
some lesbians through?’’ 
Upon hearing this the young 
Republicans and their moth¬ 
ers in flowered dresses 
shrank back with terror in 
their eyes, their ranks parting 
like the Red Sea. 

RuPaul unavailable 

Most of the ads in Out 
and 10 Percent (not counting 
the phone sex ads) depicted 
white people. I guess RuPaul 
was busy. There are very few 
queer people of color in this 
country, you know. 

Then, of course, there are 
always those beer companies 
that.advertise to get the queer 
dollar and then give money to 
far-right organizations and 
causes. It’s pure capitalism. 
(I’d elaborate, but it is the 
first week of summer vaca¬ 
tion and I can’t think about 
such things at the moment. 
Besides, the capitalist aspect 
of this phenomenon is pretty 
self-explanatory.) 

In the mainstream press 
slicks, we did not appear very 
often — but much more often 
than we did five years ago. 
The most frequent and posi¬ 
tive depictions of lesbians and 
lesbianism occurred in Sassy, 
the monthly mag for the hip 
teen chick. (They use the 
word “chick.” I think it’s a re¬ 


claiming thing like “queer.”) 
Sandwiched in Sassy be¬ 
tween articles on make-up, 
clothes and Melrose Place’s 
Andre Shue were articles and 
stories discussing feminism, 
AIDS, lesbianism and abor¬ 
tion. I even ran across a poem 
by Audre Lorde in one issue. 
Imagine my surprise! I got a 
subscription when I returned 
my Publisher’s Clearinghouse 
Sweepstakes entry. It appeals 
to that part of me — and ap¬ 
parently other queers, too (I 
know many who read Sassy) 
— that is still thirteen. 

Essence recently pub¬ 
lished an essay by an African- 
American lesbian on the right 
wing’s use of homophobia to 
divide the African-American 
community. It was on the 
very last page, but it was 
there. Newsweek, in its Gen¬ 
eration X cover story, actually 
spoke with people who were 
not heterosexual, middle- 
class, white men, including 
Lily Burana, editor of Future 
Sex, who made reference to 
her idol Pat Califia in the 
piece. The fashion mags had 
a few articles and mentions of 
lesbianism, but as soon as 
dyke chic goes out of style, 
our voices, at least concerning 
sexuality, will most likely dis¬ 
appear off their pages. 

I completed my magazine 
survey feeling a little bit sat¬ 
isfied — and a lot pissed off. 
Now we are a market, but 
not much else has changed. ▼ 

Correction: In the May 
26 Dykeotomy, I said that 
Melissa Murphy of On Our 
Backs was unavailable for 
comment.

Matthew Fong in the race for 
state treasurer; and Orange 
County Assemblyman Tom 
Umberg will challenge incum¬ 
bent Attorney General Dan 
Lungren for that post in the 
fall election. 

In the race for state insur¬ 
ance commissioner, state Sen¬ 
ator Art Torres beat out chal¬ 
lengers Burt Margolin and 
John Kraft to win the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination; he’ll face 
Republican Assemblyman 
Chuck Quackenbush. In the 
non-partisan race for superin¬ 
tendent of Public Instruction, 
East Bay Assemblywoman 
Delaine Eastin will face Mau¬ 
reen DiMarco, currently the 


education secretary for Gover¬ 
nor Wilson. 

California voters said “no” 
to many of the statewide 
propositions, with the excep¬ 
tions of 176 (Tax Exemptions 
for Nonprofits), 177 (Building 
Property Tax Reassessment 
Exemption) and, by a land¬ 
slide, 179 (Increase “Drive-by” 
Shooting Penalty). 

In San Francisco, Prop. A 
(School Bonds) needed two- 
thirds to pass. At press time 
this one was still in doubt. 
Propositions B (911 Dispatch 
Center), D (Police Staffing), E 
(Library Funding), F (Rehire 
Retired City Employees), G 
(Mission-Driven Budgeting), I 
(BART into the Airport), J 


(ATM Anti-loitering) and K 
(Develop Low-Rent Housing) 
all won. Props. C (Increase 
City Debt Limit) and H 
(BART Station Near Airport) 
were defeated. 

Lesbians and gays won yet 
another victory, this time in 
Southern California, when 
lesbian lawyer (and former 
Dobie Gillis co-star) Sheila 
Kuehl won the Democratic 
primary for a vacant Assem¬ 
bly seat in Santa Monica. In 
this heavily Democratic dis¬ 
trict, Kuehl stands a good 
chance of becoming Californi¬ 
a’s first openly gay legislator 
by beating Republican 
Michael Meehan in Novem¬ 
ber. ▼

ACT UP Chicago: 
They'll Take Manhattan

ACT UP/Chicago last 
week launched a planned 
massive lobbying and direct- 
action effort for passage of 
legislation that would estab¬ 
lish a Manhattan Project-style 
approach to finding a cure for 
AIDS. 

ACT UP members dis¬ 
played a banner at the Bel¬ 
mont el stop during rush 
hours last Tuesday, urging 
people to call their members 
of Congress in support of the 
bill, which was inspired by 
the research of Barbara Mc- 
Clintock and introduced last 
Tuesday in the U.S. House by 
Rep. Jerrold Nadler (D-N.Y.). 
The banner was also dis¬ 
played to motorists on Lake 
Shore Drive as they passed 
the North Avenue exit ramp. 

Recognizing that the group 
must work “within the sys¬ 
tem” in addition to applying 
direct-action tactics, ACT UP 
member Bill McMillan said 
the group had already built 
up a great deal of support for 
the bill within the political 
arena and among AIDS ser¬ 
vice providers. The 
Chicago/Cook County HIV 
Services Planning Council at 
its last meeting voted to sup¬ 
port the measure, and McMil¬ 
lan said he is hoping Mayor 
Richard M. Daley will an¬ 
nounce his support soon. 

At the national level, ACT 
UP/Washington member 
Steve Michael said a number 
of liberal Democrats in the 
House have already signed on 
to the bill, including Reps. 
Major Owen and Nydia Ve¬ 
lazquez, both of New York, as 
well as California Reps. Ron 
Dellums and George Miller. 
Although President Clinton 
campaigned on a promise to 
authorize a Manhattan-style 
project for AIDS research, in 
the second year of his term 
his support has yet to materi¬ 
alize. 

The legislation, an earlier 
version of which was intro¬ 
duced at the end of last year, 
calls for an agency to be es¬ 
tablished independent of the 
National Institutes of Health. 


Most importantly, the bill’s 
supporters say, the research 
project would be endowed 
with the power of “eminent 
domain” in the area of AIDS

research. That would give the 
federal government the right 
to obtain, most likely for a 
sum of money to be deter¬ 
mined by the courts, promis¬ 
ing research information from 
private pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies who have chosen not 
to pursue those avenues. Al¬ 
though the bill does not re¬ 
quest a specific amount of 
money to fund the project, es¬ 
timates range from $1.65 to 
$1.8 billion for the first five 
years, Nadler spokesman 
Brice Peyre said. 

Calling for eminent do¬ 
main in federal AIDS re¬ 
search, ACT UP’s Michael 
said, opens an important de¬ 
bate in the country over 
whether private drug compa¬ 
nies should be allowed to 
hold on to information on any 
disease that could lead to a 
cure. 

“While I can say it’s legiti¬ 
mate to have a free market in 
the manufacture of desks, 
television sets or whatever,” 
Michael said, “is it morally ac¬ 
ceptable for pharmaceutical 
companies to withhold infor¬ 


mation that’s life-saving? I 
don’t think so.” 

Michael said lobbyists in 
Washington will employ two 
very different tactics for solic¬ 
iting support from Republi¬ 
cans and from Democrats. 
For the latter, the thrust will 
be the need to make amends 
for breaking Clinton’s—and 
hence the Democratic 
Party’s—pledge to support a 
Manhattan Project for AIDS 
research. 

“The pitch has to be, 
‘Look, Bill Clinton made this 
promise, you all ran on this, 
and he bought ads in gay pa¬ 
pers talking about a Manhat¬ 
tan Project,”’ Michael said. 
“How can you betray people 
who might not be around 
one, two, three elections from 
now?” 

When approaching Repub¬ 
lican members of Congress, 
Michael said activists’ tactics 
will rely on economic, rather 
than moral, arguments. By 
framing it as “an investment 
in the country’s future,” 
Michael said activists hope to 
garner bipartisan support for 
the bill. 

AIDS activists are particu¬ 
larly irked by the conspicuous 
lack of support for the mea¬ 
sure from one member of 
Congress—openly gay Rep. 
Barney Frank (D-Mass.). 

“That presents a problem 
for us here,” Michael said. 
“There are members saying, 
‘Where is Barney Frank on 
this?”’ 

Pointing out that it is only 
an authorization bill, not one 
that will appropriate money, 
Frank told Windy City Times 
last week, “I don’t think it is 
worth a lot of time and ener¬ 
gy” 

In addition, he said, the 
drug development task force 
convened last December by 
President Clinton has already 
begun studying the issue of 
eminent domain for AIDS re¬ 
search. 

Congress’ other openly gay 
representative, Gerry Studds 
(D-Mass.), had not yet an¬ 
nounced whether he would 
support the bill, but neither 
had he ruled it out. ▼

An anti-gay rights group in 
Washington D.C. called the 
Public Advocate of the U.S. is 
fighting to defeat the passage 
of the “Gay Bill of Rights” 
(House Resolution 431) and is 
soliciting donations and signa¬ 
tures for petitions here in San 
Francisco. 

At least one San Francisco 
doctor received a seven-page 
letter with a petition at his of¬ 
fice from the group stating in 
part that “as these sodomites 
die off due to AIDS, the re¬ 
maining AIDS carriers prey 
on children to replenish the 
homosexual community.” 

A spokesperson from the 
doctor’s office, Harold Brew¬ 
er, said that they also re¬ 
ceived copies of letters from 
Senator Jesse Helms and 
school prayer advocate 
Martha Roundtree. 

“The doctor is straight and 
in politics,” said Brewer, “but 
he wouldn’t support this kind 
of thing.” 

It isn’t known how many 
people or businesses received 
mailings from the Public Ad¬ 
vocate, but the group’s direc¬ 
tor, Eugene A. Delgaudio, 
stated that thousands have 
been sent all over the country 
and over a half a million peti¬ 
tions have been signed in a 
“furious” attempt to stop 
what he refers to as a “world 
where police allow homosex¬ 
ual adults to rape young boys 
in the streets.”

“Not in my lifetime,” Del¬ 
gaudio said, adding that he 
has a personal agenda against 
gays because no one else is 
standing up against them.

mal society,” Delgaudio said. 
“We don’t want sodomites.” 

Delgaudio dismisses dis¬ 
crimination issues against 
gays in the workplace and 
said that homosexuals have 
an easier time finding jobs. 

“Homosexuals aren’t being 
fired from their jobs, it’s just 
the opposite,” Delgaudio said. 
“Everybody wants to hire 
them. They’re single and cre¬ 
ative.” 

Delgaudio believes that the 
main purpose of the Gay Bill 
of Rights is for homosexuals 


to increase their numbers so 
they can recruit minors to 
bolster the amount of sexual 
partners that they have. 

Delgaudio said that no spe¬ 
cial laws are needed to pro¬ 
tect gays. 

“What evidence do we 
have that they have been 
hurt?” Delgaudio said. “This 
discrimination is non-existent. 
If they don’t bring up the fact 
they they’re homosexual, who 
cares?” 

Delgaudio condemns gays 
for the AIDS virus and said 
that AIDS education should 
be stopped. 

“AIDS education only pro¬ 
motes kids to perform 
sodomy,” he said. “It’s like 
handing out matches to pyro- 
maniacs.” 

Delgaudio’s literature adds 
more clarity to how deeply he 
is opposed to homosexuality. 
It reads, in part: “You and I 
need to act now, while we en¬ 
joy the freedom to condemn 
homosexual acts before our 
precious liberties are made il¬ 
legal by overzealous pro¬ 
sodomite judges. Sodomites 
are raping our treasury to pay 
for ‘Homo-erotic’ pornogra¬ 
phy. This type of criminal be¬ 
havior could well become 
commonplace. We must not 
(allow) homosexual and les¬ 
bian marriages. America’s 
children must not be handed 
over to admitted lesbian or 
homosexual teachers. If they 
have their way, it will never 
again be safe for our children 
to play outside.”

It’s wasn’t on the official calendar of 
the Magic Kingdom but June 4 the gay 
and lesbian community had their “day!” at 
Walt Disney World.

“Walt Disney 
World is open to everyone. We do not dis¬ 
criminate on any basis.” An estimated 
15,000 queer folk invaded the park, many 
sporting gay-identifying T-shirts. 

Leslie Doolittle, a columnist who writes about tourism for 
the Orlando Sentinel, closed the section of her column with: 
“A note to readers who might be thinking about calling On 
Tourism to insist that Disney must be condoning alternative 
lifestyles or it would simply not allow Gay Day to happen: It’s 
tough to check sexual preference at the turnstiles.” Oh, really? 



The Wilde One 

Outrage, the British gay activist group, 
demonstrated recently in support of a pro¬ 
posal to pardon famed playwright Oscar 
Wilde for his conviction for homosexual¬ 
ity. 

“Wilde was the victim of unjust laws,’ 
said spokesman Peter Tatchell. “His im¬ 
prisonment is a stain on the judicial sys¬ 
tem. The very least society can do is ac¬ 
knowledge the wrong done Wilde and 
grant him a royal pardon.” 

Wilde was arrested on May 25, 1895. 

The group hopes for the pardon to mark 
the 100th anniversary of that persecution.

odeficiency virus in causing 
AIDS—a cornerstone of U.S. 
governmental scientific and 
health policy. 

“The Group,” which in¬ 
cludes more than 300 biomed¬ 
ical researchers and physi¬ 
cians, have been openly criti¬ 
cal of the way scientists, 
physicians, journalists, public 
service ads, film clips, and 
governmental officials have 
drilled this concept into the 
consciousness of all Ameri¬ 
cans. “What Causes AIDS? 
It’s an Open Question,” writ¬ 
ten by Charles A. Thomas, Jr., 
a biochemist and president of 
the Helicon Foundation, Kary 
B. Mullis, nobel laureate and 
inventor of the polymerase 
chain reaction technique, and 
Phillip E. Johnson, a UC 
Berkeley law professor, is in 
part, the subject of this arti¬ 
cle. 

From their perspective, the 
1984 press conference staged 
by “Big Brother,” in which 
Bob Gallo announced that 
HIV causes AIDS and in 
which Maggie Heckler, then 
secretary of HHS, implied 
that a vaccine would be avail¬ 
able in 2 years, changed the 
course of history. Err, except 
for tens of thousands of 
Americans who have died of 
the disease over the last 
decade. 

Bob Gallo is still the brick 
wall that stands with impuni¬ 
ty and can’t be toppled: In 
his 1991 autobiography, he 
openly thumbed his nose at 
Luc Montagnier’s hypothesis 
that HIV is necessary but not 
sufficient to cause AIDS. 
“Multifactorial is multi-igno¬ 
rance,” he wrote, glibly dis¬ 
missing the concept that 
known or uncharacterized co¬ 
factors bring about progres¬ 
sion from asymptomatic sta¬ 
tus to AIDS, and invoking the 
unitary hypothesis: being in¬ 
fected with HIV is “like being 
hit by a truck,” no other fac¬ 
tors of causation are needed. 

Is it time to chip away at 
the HIV unitary hypothesis? I 
decided to dissemble the bil¬ 
lion dollar a year well-oiled 
machine of HIV research and 
public policy propaganda, and 
examine some of the compo¬ 
nent parts ten years later. 
The whole need not necessar- 
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ily be greater than the sum of 
its parts. 

First stop on the Re-evalu¬ 
ation Tour: suspended belief 
in the concept that HIV is es¬ 
sential for causation of AIDS. 
Reading audience participa¬ 
tion is welcomed: Take the 
test—determine your IQ 
about medically documented

Stop ft2 on the Re-evalua¬ 
tion Tour: cracks in the Uni¬ 
tary HIV Hypothesis. It 
seems unfathomable that the 
HIV virus itself is responsible 
for direct T cell killing. In 
the early stages of T cell in¬ 
fection, only 1 out of 10,000 
cells are actually infected. By 
the time an individual is diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS, 1 out of 500 
T cells are infected. Is this 
enough to block a cell mediat¬ 
ed immune response? Finally 
in the late stages of AIDS, 1 
out of 40 T cells are infected. 

And yet, Anthony Fauci, 
head of the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment’s War on AIDS says, “It 
[HIV] overexcites some im¬ 
mune signalling pathways, 
while eluding the detection of 
others. And though the main 
target of the virus appears to 
be the famed helper T cells, 
or CD4+ cells, which it can 
infiltrate and kill, the virus 
also ends up stimulating the 
response of other immune 
cells so inappropriatedly that 
they eventually collapse from 
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overwork and confusion (New 
York Times, February 1994).” 

Some HIV positive individ¬ 
uals have lived for more than 
a decade without experienc¬ 
ing the symptoms of AIDS. 
According to Warner C. 
Greene at San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital’s Gladstone In¬ 
stitute of Immunology, “It is

even possible that some rare 
strains [of HIV] are benign. 
Some homosexual men in the 
U.S. who have been infected 
with HIV for at least 11 years 
show as yet no signs of dam¬ 
age to their immune systems. 
My colleagues...and I are 
studying these long-term sur¬ 
vivors to ascertain whether 
something unusual about 
their immune systems ex¬ 
plains their response or 
whether they carry an aviru- 
lent strain of the virus (Scien¬ 
tific American, September 
1993).” 

But keepers of the Unitary 
Hypothesis strike back and 
cite three documented cases 
in which laboratory re¬ 
searchers, working with abso¬ 
lutely pure, molecularly 
cloned virus, accidently stuck 
themseleves with HIV con¬ 
taminated needles, and ulti¬ 
mately contracted AIDS. No 
other factors, whether as a 
consequence of lifestyle or 
other infectious agents found 
in the blood, were involved. 

But that still doesn’t prove 
that cofactors don’t contribute 
to the progression from 
asymptomatic HIV positive 
status to AIDS. 

Stop #3 on the Reevalua¬ 
tion Tour: AIDS without 


HIV. At the 8th International 
Conference on AIDS in Am¬ 
sterdam, Holland in 1992, re¬ 
searchers reported a new phe¬ 
nomenon, Idiopathic CD4+ 
lymphocytopenia (ICL), of 
AIDS without HIV. 

In retrospect, AIDS and 
ICL are two different dis¬ 
eases. While there are tens of 
millions of people infected 
with HIV worldwide, there 
were only 47 cases of HIV¬ 
negative immunodeficiency 
(ICL) reported to the Center 
for Disease Control (CDC) 
through 1993. 

Sixty two percent of these 
individuals had no risk factors 
associated with HIV infection. 
Definable risk factors includ¬ 
ed hemophilia, engaging in 
homosexual sex, engaging in 
heterosexual sex with a part¬ 
ner at risk for HIV infection, 
or getting a blood transfusion. 

Unlike individuals suffer¬ 
ing from HIV infection, most 
ICL sufferes had normal im¬ 
munoglobulin counts and 
some had low CD8 + T cell 
counts. Death due to ICL is 
low. 

According to David Ho, of 
the Aaron Diamond AIDS 
Research Center in New 
York, “only 1 person with 
ICL was identified in 2,288 
HIV negative gay men in the 
Multicenter AIDS Cohort 
Study [Lancet magazine, 
August 22, 1992].” 

Stop #4 on the Re-evalua¬ 
tion Tour: The Group calls 
for “genuinely controlled epi¬ 
demiological studies of all the 
major risk groups: homosexu¬ 
als, drug users, transfusion re¬ 
cipients, and hemophiliacs.” 

This would presumably 
determine how many individ¬ 
uals may have been diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS, but were 
never tested by ELISA or 
Western blot. I personally be¬ 
lieve such an epidemiological 
study would uncover a signif¬ 
icant number of gays who 
lived in the “fast lane” in the 
1970’s, experimented with il¬ 
licit drugs, participated in 
anal sex, yet were not infect¬ 
ed with HIV and are, in 1994, 
not immunodeficient or dying 
of AIDS. 

Stop #5 of the Re-evalua- 
tion Tour: The Group calls 
for “research focusing on the 
cause of particular diseases 
rather than the politically de¬ 
fined hodgepodge of diseases 
we now call AIDS.” Marcus 
Conant and Robin Weiss state 
that dozens of non-AIDS Ka¬ 
posi’s sarcoma cases are un¬ 
der study in the U.S., and at¬ 
tribute the disease to some 
unknown infectious agent 
that causes immune system 
dysregulation. 

Stop #6 on the Re-evalua¬ 
tion Tour: The Group call for 
a critical re-examination of 
the statistics for AIDS and 
HIV in Africa and Asia”...to 
confirm the relationship be¬ 
tween HIV infection and 
AIDS defining diseases, pri¬ 
marily in heterosexuals. It 
sounds worthwhile to elimi¬ 
nate presumptive diagnoses 
without HIV tests, but to my 
knowledge, an inexpensive 
test that can be administered 
under primative technological 
and social conditions and that 
is accurate more than 90% of 
the time ans has not been in¬ 
vented. T

President Clinton’s belea¬ 
guered “AIDS czar” Kristine 
Gebbie blew into the Bay 
Area last week, for a Friday, 
June 3 meeting with San Ma¬ 
teo County AIDS officials. 
Not surprisingly, ACT UP 
was there too, adding to the 
ever-growing chorus of voices 
calling for her removal. 

Gebbie stoically endured 
the early ACT UP onslaught 
of activists blowing whistles, 
shouting, and charging her 
with incompetence — and 
worse — all the while demand¬ 
ing her resignation. As she 
weathered the latest storm 
impassively, some insistent 
muscle from others attending 
the meeting cleared the 
protesters from the room in a 
few minutes. 

Some 35 interested parties 
— not including the unwel¬ 
come demonstrators — attend¬ 
ed the meeting at the County 
AIDS Program headquarters 
in San Mateo. They repre¬ 
sented a cross-section of the 
AIDS community: program 
directors, doctors, nurses, ser¬ 
vice professionals, educators, 
researchers, volunteers of all 
kinds, and, of course, clients. 
Gebbie, who had been urged 
by Dr. Gene Copello to visit 
the county’s AIDS program 
headquarters, was greeted by 
Margaret Taylor, San Mateo 
County Health Dept. Direc¬ 
tor, with the words, “Wel¬ 
come to calm, quiet suburban 
San Mateo!” 

Even considering the 
demo, Gebbie was treated to 
civility in San Mateo that she 
has recently learned not to 
count on. In the last month, 
the AIDS community has 
come together to demand 
Gebbie’s ouster, spearheaded 
by ACT UP, the National As¬ 
sociation of People With 
AIDS (NAPWA), and Gay 
and Lesbian Americans 
(GLA). 

Following the same proce¬ 
dure she has used often in 
these first ten months of her 
tenure, Gebbie listened intent¬ 
ly in San Mateo to a series of 
panels consisting of the head¬ 
quarters administrators, cli¬ 
ents, AIDS Program staff, 
elected officials, and a round¬ 
table of directors from other 
communities. 

At each panel, many of the 
same concerns re-appeared: 
the concerns shared by ACT 
UP, in fact, albeit phrased a 
little more respectfully. Geb¬ 
bie acknowledged that a fre¬ 
quent criticism of her opera¬ 
tion has been that she has 
been unduly occupied with 
the Washington bureaucracy, 
to the apparent neglect of 
such vital areas as care and 
research. 

From every panel came 
the concern that, locally, treat¬ 
ment of AIDS and drug abuse 
problems are more obviously 
becoming the complex, para¬ 
mount issue Several clients 
cited this twin problem in 
their condition: Donna Dean 
of the AIDS Program Board 
pointed out that the lack of 
means to treat this complex 
matter is a growing worry. 
“Currently,” she cited, “there 
is only money enough to treat 
35 such patients, but there are 
200 on a waiting list.” 

Czar to czar 

Gebbie agreed with pan¬ 
elists that the basic problem 
is one of attempting to in¬ 
crease funds for treatment of 
drug abuse, while guarding 
those for AIDS treatment. 
She promised that this matter 


would be high on her list 
when she returned to Wash¬ 
ington, and indicated that Lee 
Brown, the new “drug czar,” 
is a “pleasure to work with” 
and is ready to tackle this 
problem. 

Clients also indicated they 
were worried about the grow¬ 
ing numbers of women with 
AIDS. It has become obvious 
to them that a disease that 
had heretofore been thought 
of as being exclusively among 
gay and bisexual men is be¬ 
ing transmitted to women 
through sexual contact, not 
just intravenously. Gebbie 
agreed that destroying the 
mythology of exclusively 
male-male contagion is very 
important to controlling the 
epidemic, as is also the notion 
that the disease strikes only 
men under 50. 

An AIDS program staff 
panel that included doctors, 
nurses, outreach agents, edu¬ 
cators, and prevention special¬ 
ists brought to light the nag¬ 
ging concern that there are 
many undocumented people 
in the area to whom medical 
assistance might be forbidden 
under new rules, especially 
some that also might be in¬ 
cluded under health care re¬ 
forms now being considered. 
“I might as well kill myself,” 
was the cry quoted by a com¬ 
munity worker of one of her 
clients. 

Gebbie pointed out that 
undocumented people can be 
served through funds allotted 
under the Ryan White Act, 
and also averred that she 
would work to see that un¬ 
documented people get 
served under whatever new 
health plan is accepted. But 
she also was frank in admit¬ 
ting she couldn’t predict how 
congress will act. 

In answer to a question on 
how she would characterize 
congress and its response to 
the national AIDS program, 
she candidly said that she 
couldn’t characterize that 
body because she doesn’t 
know many of its members 
that well. “My relations with 
congress has so far been open 
and cordial, but I have been 
working much more closely 
with cabinet agencies,” she 
explained. 

She also indicated she has 
had meetings with Clinton, so 
frequently, in fact, “I haven’t 
kept track!” She affirmed that 
the president has been inter¬ 
ested and supportive, espe¬ 
cially in impressing on the 
cabinet that her programs are 
important and that the mem¬ 
bers should help her. 

Another area in which 
both panelists and Gebbie are 


deeply concerned is education 
for prevention. Gebbie was 
firm in her insistence that be¬ 
havioral research have a place 
equal to the strictly medical. 
“It must be kept on the agen¬ 
da,” she said, “because there 
is always a new generation 
coming along and prevention 
plans must be tailored to 
them.” 

Gebbie also posed some 
questions for the concluding 
roundtable. One had to do 
with research groups: “I have 
the feeling sometimes that 
there are so many people in 
some studies that some are 
probably there only because 
they feel that they must do 
something. Should these 
numbers be reduced?” 

The answer, from re¬ 
searcher Stan Derezinski, was 
that the psychological benefit 
for some tended to justify the 
numbers. But he also said 
that there is some “silly re¬ 
search” being done, trials too 
far distant from the host-virus 
context to be bona fide. 

Angry at the paucity of na¬ 
tional education programs for 
prevention, one panelist ac¬ 
cused the administration of 
not doing enough in that area. 
Gebbie answered by re-assert¬ 
ing the need for local effort as 
being more effective. “And 
education must start much 
earlier,” she added, “not when 
the hormones kick in early in 
adolescence. This instruction 
should be part of Education 
2000.” S.M. County Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Floyd 
Gonella agreed. 

A kind of knotty, circular 
problem is AIDS among the 
homeless. The disease is turn¬ 
ing up more and more in that 
group, and the central diffi¬ 
culty is that without a perma¬ 
nent place to live, treatment 
in both medical and social 
programs in almost impossi¬ 
ble. Gebbie sees the probable 
solution in an anticipated gov¬ 
ernment program of establish¬ 
ing homes for such patients. 
A residence would encourage 
regular treatment and group 
attendance. 

Recalling the vociferous 
anger of the ACT UP demon¬ 
stration of a couple of hours 
before, a panelist asked Geb¬ 
bie how to get such protesters 
“back to the table.” She 
replied that, like herself, they 
have never left it, but differ¬ 
ing styles are keeping them 
apart. “There must be quiet 
talk,” she insists, “not shout¬ 
ing.” 

In conclusion, she agreed 
with some critics that her job 
description “should probably 
be more specific,” but she 
also pointed out, “It’s a job in 
motion !”▼

AFA Infests Ohio: 
Buckeyes Brush Them Off

COLUMBUS - the Ohio 
chapter of the American Fam¬ 
ily Association says it plans to 
“take back” city councils in six 
Ohio cities from politicians 
who favor discrimination pro¬ 
tection for gay, lesbian and 
bisexual citizens. 

The attempt to influence a 
state’s local elections previ¬ 
ously used by Christian con¬ 
servative groups to place ini¬ 
tiatives on ballots aimed at 
overturning such discrimina¬ 
tion projection. 

Scott Ross, Ohio director 
of the AFA, said his group 
believes there is a need to “re¬ 
turn pro-family people to gov¬ 
ernment.” He said the AFA 
will focus on city councils in 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Colum¬ 
bus and Youngstown for en¬ 


acting anti-discrimination 
laws that include gay, lesbian 
and bisexual people. Toledo 
and Dayton will also be tar¬ 
geted, since they are likely to 
adopt similar anti-discrimina¬ 
tion ordinances, Ross said. 

Ross told the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer his organization 
will publicize which candi¬ 
dates have been endorsed by 
gay-rights groups, as well as 
trying to run its own candi¬ 
dates for council seats. 

But organizations opposing 
the AFA said the plan would 
only inject discrimination and 
hatred into-local elections. 

“What’s most frightening is 
that if you change the word 
‘homosexual’ to ‘Jew,’ it could 
be something from 1930s Ger¬ 
many,” Cleveland lawyer Tim 
Downing, a member of 
Ohioans against Discrimina¬ 


tion, told the Plain Dealer, 
adding the plan is “nothing 
short of blackmail, telling 
elected officials ‘if you sup¬ 
port human rights for every¬ 
one, then we will target you 
for defeat.’” 

Cleveland Council Presi¬ 
dent Jay Westbrook said 
Cleveland citizens are against 
discrimination in any form. 

“We’re not going to have 
out-of-town special interest 
groups dictating to the citi¬ 
zens of Cleveland,” West¬ 
brook told the newspaper. 

The American Family As¬ 
sociation is a Tupelo, Missis¬ 
sippi, group founded by the 
so-called Revend Donald 
Wildmon, a fundamentalist 
Christian who also fights 
against abortion rights and 
sex education in schools. ▼ 


Log Cabin Fights 
Fundie Hate Planks

The Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans of Texas decried their 
own party’s “vicious attacks” 
on gays and lesbians in their 
electoral platforms, calling for 
a removal of the homophobic 
viewpoints at the Republican 
Party of Texas State Conven¬ 
tion, which will be held this 
June 5-7 in Fort Worth. 

Paul von Wupperfeld, 
President of the Texas 


branch of the organization of 
lesbian and gay Republicans, 
and those who advocate non¬ 
discrimination based on sexu¬ 
al orientation, decried “the vi¬ 
cious attacks upon the rights 
and dignities of gays and les¬ 
bians have no place in any 
type of public document, let 
alone our party platform.” 

However, the party’s plat¬ 
form, which gained a full 


blast of homophobic vitriol at 
the the 1992 Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention in Houston, 
continues to vilify homosex¬ 
uals, calling it a “perversion of 
natural law...biologically, 
morally, and medically un¬ 
sound.” 

Wupperfeld and other Log 
Cabiners believe that the de¬ 
feat of President Bush was in 
large part caused by a back¬ 
lash against the hate-filled 
rhetoric of the campaign, and 
said that “It’s time for Texas 
Republicans to recognize anti¬ 
gay bigotry is out of step with 
how most Texans think, and 
vote.” ▼

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Screening Study to Identify Qualified 
HIV+ Participants for a Gene Therapy Trial 

Viagene, Inc. is conducting a screening study to evaluate and identify 40 qualified HIV-infected individuals for a 
separate Gene Therapy treatment study. 

The gene therapy trial is a "cutting edge" therapy that uses an jmmunotherapeutic vector [HIV-IT(V)] as a vehicle for 
carrying new genetic information into the cells in the body. Once in the body, these genes can trigger a series of 
steps to boost the immune system to better control HIV infection. 

Viagene's viral vector, [HIV-IT(V)], is a disabled piece of a mouse virus designed to carry a specific HIV gene into 
healthy cells of study participants.

To qualify for 
the screening study, volunteers must have CD4 counts of 350 or greater and CD4 percent of 18% or greater. On 
subsequent testing, Human Leukocyte Antigen (HLA) type - a genetic marker on white blood cells indicating 
inherited immune characteristics -- and Cytotoxic T-cell (CTL) activity will further determine eligibility for the proposed 
treatment study. The screening process will take place in four or more successive visits including blood draws over 
10 weeks.

gela Alioto acknowledged 
that unlike last year, the May¬ 
or’s FY ‘94-95 budget doesn’t 
include “draconian cuts” she 
said that depending on the 
state’s budget, Jordan’s effort 
“could be nothing but a shell 
game.” 

If voters pass Prop D, 
which calls for full staffing of 
the San Francisco police de¬ 
partment, the city may also 
be required to find an addi¬ 
tional $7 million to pay for 
the full force requirement of 
1,971 officers. 

The Health Department’s 
$600 million budget reflects 
no decrease in direct AIDS 
services, according to Jordan, 
but does contain an estimated 
$6 million in service cuts in 
mental health and other ser¬ 
vices — including the Offend¬ 
er’s Services program at the 
Center For Special Problems, 
which treats court-referred 
sex and domestic violence of¬ 
fenders. 

More than half of the 
Health Department service 
cuts are in substance abuse 
treatment services because 
the city has been unable to 
find replacement funds for an 
expiring federal grant that 
gave funds from property for¬ 
feited in drug and other 
crime-related seizures. 

As a result, an estimated 
385 treatment slots, affecting 
almost 850 substance abusers, 
will be eliminated. 

Adult Dental Services at 
local health clinics will also 
be eliminated if alternative 
funding can not be discov¬ 
ered, Jordan said. 

“There will be those who 
will criticize this budget, but 
I want to emphasize that ev¬ 
ery effort has been made to

fiscal year, Jordan said that 
the city was able make up the 
deficit in part through restruc¬ 
turing departments for almost 
$13 million in savings, lever¬ 
aging an estimated $30 mil¬ 
lion in non-city funds, making 
$13 million management and 
administrative efficiencies 


through the city bureaucra¬ 
cies, and $15 million in nego¬ 
tiated wage givebacks and 
savings from a vetoed salary 
raise ordinance. 

Jordan also said that $27.7 
million from revenue growth 
and year-end surplus helped 
fill the hole. 

Having faced more than 
$600 million deficits over the 
last three years, Jordan said 
“there are no more rabbits to 
be pulled from the hat, no 
simple easy cuts and no quick 
fixes.” 

Calling for city charter re¬ 
form to overhaul the city’s 
compensation process, he said 
that one more year of re¬ 
duced state funding and esca¬ 
lating labor costs will do “se¬ 
rious damage” to city ser¬ 
vices. 

Jordan also warned that 
next year’s budget could be 
“a municipal nightmare of 
gargantuan proportions” be¬ 
cause the city will then owe 
$90 million in wage and 
fringe benefits to Service Em¬ 
ployee International Union 
workers — and will have to 
renegotiate 31 separate city la¬ 
bor union contracts. 

The $2.78 billion budget 
includes $1.4 billion in pro¬ 
jected general funds which 
come from property, business, 
motor vehicle, hotel, property, 
transfer, utility user and other 
taxes such as franchise, 
garage, and other taxes. Other 
sources of general funds in¬ 
clude equity and revenue 
transfers and bond contribu¬ 
tions. 

Following a review by the 
budget analyst, public hear¬ 
ings will be held on the bud¬ 
get at the end of June by the 
board of supervisors. ▼

Non-Discrimination in 
Health Reform Threatened 


by Bob Roehr 

One of the key issues in 
health care reform for les¬ 
bians and gays is to insure 
strong provisions of non-dis¬ 
crimination that explicitly in¬ 
clude sexual orientation. The 
goal is being threatened by an 
attempt to eliminate that lan¬ 
guage in committee mark up 
of the bill. 

Kansas Republican Nancy 
Kassebaum is leading the ef¬ 
fort in the Senate Labor and 
Human Resources Committee 
chaired by Ted Kennedy (D- 
(MA). Her amendment was in¬ 
troduced late and will like¬ 
ly come to a vote in commit¬ 
tee soon after June 7 when 
Congress returns from its 
Memorial Day recess. 

Gay and lesbian political 
leaders, in a rare show of una¬ 
nimity across the board, are 
calling upon the community 
to contact Senators on that 
committee and urge them to 
support retention of current 
non-discriminatory language 
in the draft of the bill. 

“Kassebaum’s amendment 
is mean-spirited at its core,” 
said Peri Jude Radecic, exec¬ 
utive director of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF). “It is endorsing dis¬ 
crimination against gay peo¬ 
ple, poor people, those who 
are currently sick, or those 
who may become sick.” 

The Senator’s office justi¬ 
fies her position by stating 
that “sexual orientation is a 
civil rights issue, not a health 
care matter” and should 
therefore be excluded. 

“They don’t want to add 
any new status (such as exist¬ 
ing ones of race or national 
origin),” said NGLTF’s leg¬ 
islative director Tanya Domi. 
“Well, if you are doing health 
care reform, it is the perfect 
place to add new status (clas¬ 
sifications).” 

Domi criticized Kasse¬ 
baum’s attempts to eliminate 
compensatory and punitive 
damages for intentional dis¬ 
crimination. She cited the ex¬ 
ample of the 1968 Fair Hous¬ 
ing Act where those remedies 
were not included in the orig¬ 
inal Act and had to be added 
in 1988 to strengthen enforce¬ 
ment. 

The amending effort 
seems out of character for 
Kassebaum, who is usually 
viewed as moderate, accom¬ 
modating, and reasonable. 

“She is caving in to the 
Radical Right’s special agen¬ 
da to institutionalize anti-gay 
discrimination,” said Daniel

make a better stalking horse 
for discrimination than the 
usual suspects,” he said. 

“Because this is the first 
time that Kassebaum has tak¬ 
en the lead on an anti-gay 
measure, we want to make it 
uncomfortable for her back in 
Kansas.” 


Kassebaum is reacting de¬ 
fensively to the charge of be¬ 
ing anti-gay and to calls with¬ 
in Kansas questioning her po¬ 
sition. 

Log Cabin Republicans, 
the lobbying arm of gay Re¬ 
publicans, has joined with 
HRCF and NGLTF in trying 
to generate grassroots con¬ 
stituent phone calls. It put out 
a message to supporters to 
contact three key Senators, 
David Durenberger (R-MN), 
Orrin Hatch (R-UT), and Jim 
Jefferds (R-VT). 

“If the exclusion passes, 
YOU may be denied emer¬ 
gency care, or turned out of a 
doctor’s office, or red-lined 
from a dentist’s practice be¬ 
cause you are gay, or they 
suspect you are gay (like, if 
you’re unmarried),” read the 
Log Cabin e-mail message. 

The lobbyists hope for a 
win in committee. They spec¬ 
ulate the vote will be largely 
along party lines, with per¬ 
haps one or more Republi¬ 
cans joining the Democrats. 
But nothing is assured. That 
is why they are urging calls 
from the community. As 
Domi said, ‘We don’t take 
anybody’s vote for granted, 
we are reinforcing every¬ 
body.” ▼

Going for Gold 


by Michael C. Botkin 

T he “Gay Games” 
(which used to be the 
“Gay Olympics” until 
they were sued for 
trademark infringement) hap¬ 
pening in New York at the 
end of this month will be the 
largest ever. Even so, some 
queer athletes are rankled by 
how it’s playing out. Certain 
sports, like boxing, were 
dropped altogether, to the bit¬ 
ter dismay of its fans. Entry 
fees are much higher than in 
the past, and some events 
have been de-scheduled and 
re-scheduled so often that few 
are sure when and v/here 
they’ll actually be held. Many 
are put off by the aggressive 
marketing that’s accompanied 
the Games, which promise to 
be so lucrative that spin-off 
events had to be arranged to 
handle the overflow (e.g., 
Stonewall 25). 

I’ve never gotten over my 
pique about not being able to 
call them the “Olympics.” Ev¬ 
ery other subgroup, charity or 
cause that wants to use the 
“Olympic” logo is allowed to, 
except for the queers. And 
“Gay Games” sounds so lame, 
more appropriate to hanky- 
panky in the parks than to 
one of the butchest traditions 
of gay and lesbian culture. 

Commentary 

My sport, if I have one, is 
bicycling. I think there are 
some bike events at the 
Games, although it isn’t a par¬ 
ticularly gay sport. Some ex¬ 
tremely gay sports, like men’s 
figure skating, aren’t featured 
because it would be redun¬ 
dant. Swimming is included 
because you get to scope 
hunks (of either gender) in 
their swimsuits, and softball, 
one of the foundation stones 
of modern gay athletics, sim¬ 
ply had to be included. 

But a surprising number of 
essential queer sports have in¬ 


explicably been excluded, no 
doubt due to the complexity 
of the programming and the 
attendant chaos referred to 
above. It is my hope that in 
the few weeks remaining, the 
organizers will schedule offi¬ 
cial venues for four classic 
gay sports: billiards, shop¬ 
ping, “passing” and media 
whoring. 

The Dyke Deck 

During my sojourn in the 
South (it was just four years 
for graduate school, but it felt 
like eons), I became familiar 
with billiards as one of the 
definitive gay sports. On 
weekend evenings at “the” 
bar (it was the only gay bar 
for a 100-mile radius), the left- 
hand side of the room, domi¬ 
nated by the pool table, was 
referred to as the “dyke 
deck.” It was “women only” 
space, except for the very oc¬ 
casional male, but only if he 
was well-vouched for and an 
absolute ace with a cue stick. 
True billiards fans consider 
gender less important than 
pool. 

There will, of course, have 
to be two classes of billiards 
competition: the Butch and 
the Femme. Butch Billiards is 
judged by traditional stan¬ 
dards, but in Femme Billiards 
no points are scored for actu¬ 
ally winning the game; in¬ 
stead, judges award scores 
based on how well the contes¬ 
tants primp, pose, and eroti¬ 
cally display themselves in 
the process of attempting to 
bring the cue stick into con¬ 
tact with the ball. It’s not 
whether you win or lose, it’s 
how you play the game. An 
Olympic-quality Femme Bil¬ 
liards player is the one who 
begins every game by turning 
to their (butch) partner and 
asking: “Honey, tell me again 
— which end of the stick do 
you use to hit the ball?” 

Bonus points are scored 
for creative use of the chalk 
cubes, sticks and billiard 
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balls. I’m sure there are many 
fine pool halls in Manhattan 
which would be glad — well, 
at least willing — to host the 
Gay Games official billiards 
tournament.

York City has got to be the

fags and lipstick lesbians ev¬ 
erywhere. It should be shock¬ 
ingly easy to find corporate 
sponsors for this event, where 
each contestant is given a spe¬ 
cial rainbow-platinum credit 
card and turned loose for one 
hour in Bloomingdale’s on a 
sale day.

eluding the couple from the 
“Ikea” ad). Penalties will be 
levied for eye-gouging, exces¬ 
sive body-checking and steal¬ 
ing choice items from a rival’s 
shopping bag (or, even more 
heinous, slipping tacky stuff 
into it). Contestants will be se¬ 
lected in numerous local qual¬ 
ifying heats, such as the 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis 
Memorial Pillbox Hat Shop-a- 
Thon. 

Ideal Test 

“Passing” has got to be the 
oldest, most universally prac¬ 
ticed, gay sport there is. Vir¬ 
tually every queer has prac¬ 
ticed it at some point in their 
lives, but only a few are truly 
Olympic quality passers. 
However, no professionals 
can be allowed in this ama¬ 
teur sports event, so all Holly¬ 
wood moguls and famous 
Manhattan fashion designers 
are excluded from this com¬ 
petition. Military personnel 
on active duty may partici¬ 
pate at their own risk, but 
keep in mind that winning a 
silver medal in “passing” at 
the Gay Games will certainly 
be counted as a violation of 
the Pentagon’s current “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” regulations. 

Contestants may dress 
however they please and 
must pass inspection by three 
committees: one of Marine re¬ 
cruiters, one of fundamental¬ 
ist school board members 
looking to hire a new princi¬ 
pal, and one of assorted yen- 
tas and other desperate ma¬ 
trons engaged in lifelong 
quests to find suitable spouses 
for their unmarrigeable off¬ 
spring. They will be told that 
there is at least one hetero¬ 


sexual among the people pre¬ 
sented to them and asked to 
assign a “straightness rating” 
to each one. 

Winners are not obligated 
to join the Marines, become a 
principal, or marry the ma¬ 
tron’s undesirable offspring. 
All finalists will be awarded 
certificates allowing them the 
right to respond to personal 
ads that specify “straight-look¬ 
ing” partners only. 

Finally, media whoring 
has been around as long as 
we’ve had a movement. The 
ideal test of Olympic-quality 
media whoring, no doubt, is 
to put up a small platform 
and announce that at a speci¬ 
fied time all the major main¬ 
stream media outlets will be 
present to record the official 
opinions of the true represen¬ 
tatives of the “Gay Communi¬ 
ty.” Whoever stays at the 
podium the longest wins, 
with partial points scored for 
staying as close to it as you 
can, for introducing main¬ 
stream politicians and for 
staying in view of the camera 
no matter what. 

No penalties are levied for 
eye-gougingor body-checking; 
deliberately mussing a rival’s 
hair, however, is cause for 
immediate disqualification. 

Actually, I understand that 
this event may occur anyway, 
although not under the offi¬ 
cial auspices of the Gay 
Games. I think it’s going to be 
called “Stonewall 25 Main- 
stage” or something like that.

Plagued by Rumors

A feature article in Peo¬ 
ple magazine (April 
11) devotes three 
pages to defending the 
heterosexuality of England’s 
Prince Edward. The authors 
of “Edward Falls in Love” 
show nothing but contempt 
for rumors about Edward, as 
if homosexuality couldn’t be 
anything but insulting. These 
rumors are “malicious gossip 
according to feature writers 
Cynthia Sanz, Terry Smith, 
and Margaret White. Invoking 
the image of someone battling 
a horrible disease, they de¬ 
scribe Edward as a man 
“plagued by rumors that he is 
gay.” 

The May 1994 issue of 
Ebony magazine demon¬ 
strates the same homophobic 
bias. In her cover story on 
“The Undying Rumor,” Muriel 
Whetstone attempts to reas¬ 
sure her readers that singer 
Toni Braxton is not a lesbian. 
Throughout the article, Whet¬ 
stone describes rumors about 
Braxton’s sexuality in the 
most disparaging terms. The 
suggestion that Braxton might 
be a lesbian is “scuttlebutt 
sneaking through the 
grapevine,” “a stinging, hurtful 
rumor,” “nasty innuendo, “and 
a “ball and chain ... hung per¬ 
sistently around the young 
star’s ankles.” 

Toni Braxton’s heterosexu¬ 
ality is also “defended” in the 
May 29 issue of Parade mag¬ 
azine. In a letter to the “Per¬ 
sonality Parade” column, a 
reader asks: “I heard a rumor 
that Grammy Award winner 
Toni Braxton an¬ 
nounced she was 
gay. Please say it 
ain’t so!” Colum¬ 
nist Walter Scott 
answers: “It ain’t 
so — though it is 
the kind of un¬ 
founded, perni¬ 
cious rumor that 
frequently swirls around 
young and beautiful black fe¬ 
male pop stars nowadays.” 

Each of these articles pan¬ 
ders to the notion that being 
lesbian or gay is an occasion 
for shame (similar articles are 
not written about celebrities 
“rumored to be homophobic.”) 
They portray Prince Edward 
and Toni Braxton as the vic¬ 
tims of “malicious gossip 
when, in fact, they are victims 
of homophobia. Ultimately, 
these writers defend homosex¬ 
uality as if homosexuality 
were a crime.

Study: Sexual Orientation Changes Dating Habits 


United Press International 

EVANSTON, ILL - In what 
could be called an academic 
firm grasp of the obvious, a 
new Northwestern University 
study reveals that although 
heterosexuals and homosex¬ 
uals of both genders share 
some similar perspectives 
about dating, sexual orienta¬ 
tion does play a role in altering 
dating dymanics. 

The survey of 277 men and 
women showed that men of 
both orientations were more 
likely to desire casual sex and 
women of both orientations 
were less concerned with 
their partner’s physical attrac¬ 
tiveness. But the researchers 


found some cross over. 

The survey found that gay 
men have more in common 
with women about the 
prospect of their partners be¬ 
coming involved emotionally 
with another person. And het- 
rosexual men are more both¬ 
ered about the prospect of 
their partners becoming phys¬ 
ically involved with someone 
else, said J. Michael Bailey, 
one of the study’s authors. 

Conversely, lesbians and 
men of both orientations 
were more likely to respond 
to visual sexual stimuli than 
heterosexual women, Bailey 
said. 

On the whole, gay men 


and lesbians are more like 
their same-sex heterosexual 
counterparts than the oppo¬ 
site-sex, Bailey said. But the 
study offers suggestions about 
the role of sexual orientation 
in mating behavior, he added. 

He said the cross over of 
feminine and masculine be¬ 
haviors for gay men and les¬ 
bians might reflect the differ¬ 
ences in brain development 
suggested in the neurohor- 
monal theory, which argues 
that particular structures and 
hormones regulate sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

The study was published 
in the June issue of Personal¬ 
ity and Social Psychology. ▼ 


"Drive-by Fruiting" Comment Denounced

SACRAMENTO - An off- 
the-cuff remark on Monday by 
Assemblyman David Knowles 
on the Asembly floor was de¬ 
nounced as anti-homosexual 
by some groups and lawmakes 
who called the comment ig¬ 
norant and inappropriate. Dur¬ 
ing a debate on a child care 
measure that made reference 
to the hit movie Mrs. Doubt- 
fire, in which Robin Williams 
plays a separated father who 
dresses up as an elderly remale 
housekeeper so he can spend 
more time with his children. 

“Is this a drive-by fruiting 
bill?” Knowles, R-Cameron 
Park, asked the bill’s author, 
Assemblyman Larry Bowler, 
R-Elk Grove, as the debate 
wound down. 


Tom di Maria, executive 
director of the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against 
Defamation-San Francisco 
Bay, called the remark offen¬ 
sive and said such comments 
added to intolerance. 

“To call gay men ‘fruits’ is of¬ 
fensive,” di Maria said, “that 
fosters an atmosphere where 
more and more hate speech 
can be used against a com¬ 
munity and people have to be 
called to the carpet for com¬ 
ments that defame a com¬ 
munity.” 

Knowles said he was try¬ 
ing to encourage his colleague 
to keep his speeches shorter 
and had not intentionally dis¬ 
paraged homosexuals. 

“If I felt there was an issue 
in there having to do with the 
homosexual community, I am 
certainly capable of raising 


those points unabashedly,” 
Knowles said. “But I didn’t 
feel that was relevant.” 

Assemblyman John Vas 
concellos, D-Santa Clara 
called the comment inappro¬ 
priate. 

“It seems like David 
Knowles has a fixation on 
sexuality that I would rather 
he dealt with in therapy in¬ 
stead of on the Assembly 
floor,” Vasconcellos said. 
“David Knowles is best ig¬ 
nored. He offers nothing con¬ 
structive.” 

Knowles has a history of 
making controversial com¬ 
ments on homosexual issues. 
During a 1991 debate on a 
gay rights measure, Knowles 
said the Assembly should not 
approve a bill that encour¬ 
aged “a disease-spreading 
lifestyle.” ▼

Lymphoma on the Rise 
— And Not Just in HIVers 


United Press International 

WASHINGTON - Non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma, the 
type of cancer that killed 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis 
affects more than 40,000 
Americans per year. Nearly 
50 percent of those diagnosed 
with the disease, which oc¬ 
curs when a type of white 
blood cell becomes cancerous, 
die within five years. 

Since the 1970s, the inci¬ 
dence of the disease has in¬ 
creased by 65 percent. People 
who are HIV-positive, who 
are at increased risk for the 
cancer, account for some — 
but not all — of the rise. 

Non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma 
is actually a group of at least 
15 types of cancers. It occurs 
when a cell of the immune 
system circulating in the 
blood system, a lymphocyte, 
becomes cancerous. One of 
the fastest- growing tumors of 
any cancer, it may double in 
volume within 48 hours. 

An estimated 22,750 people 


are expected to die from the 
disease this year. Death 
comes when the tumor, 
which may be deposited in or 
around a lymph node or other 
organ, expands so the organ’s 
functions are disrupted. 

Some forms of the cancer 
can be cured. Ironically, the 
most aggressive forms are 
also the more curable, while 
no certain cure exists for the 
slower growing lymphomas, 
said Dr. Fernando Cabanillas, 
chief of the lymphoma section 
at M.D. Anderson Cancer 
Center in Texas. 

Speculation of the cause 
includes exposure to herbi¬ 
cides, pesticides and hair dye, 
Cabanillas said. Nebraska has 
perhaps the highest incidence 
in the nation, possibly be¬ 
cause of exposure to farm 
chemicals. 

“Most of the time we don’t 
see any particular cause,” Ca¬ 
banillas said. 

More than half the people 
affected by the diseas are 
older than 55. ▼

TOLEDO — A possibly 
precedent-setting federal civil 
trial started Tuesday, May 31, 
in U.S. District Court to de¬ 
cide whether people with 
AIDS are protected under the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act. 

The lawsuit accuses a Fre¬ 
mont, Ohio, hospital of refus¬ 
ing treatment to a patient be¬ 
cause he had AIDS. 

Court officials said the case 
might set a precedent since it 
marks the first time a jury 
will decide if AIDS qualifies 
as a disability under the 
ADA. 

According to the suit filed 
last year, Fred Charon of 
Portland, Maine, was travel¬ 
ling across Ohio in 1992 when 
he became seriously ill and 
was taken to Fremont Memo¬ 
rial Hospital. 

Charon charged hospital 
officials refused to admit him 
after they discovered he had 
AIDS. Charon was subse¬ 
quently taken to Medical Col¬ 
lege Hospital in Toledo, 
about 40 miles from Fremont. 

The Fremont hospital 
claims it did nothing improp¬ 
er in transferring Charon. 

“We feel very strongly that 
we gave Mr. Charon appropri¬ 
ate medical care in compli¬ 
ance with all laws,” said 
lawyer Timothy Krugh, who 
represents Memorial Hospital. 

Charon, who was 29 at the 
time of the incident, died last 
year. The case is being car¬ 
ried forward by the executor 
of his estate, with help from 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union. V

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'Under Heat': Rich Evocation of Southern Life 


Kentucky Fried

T he fact that Michael 
David Brown’s fine 
1989 novel, Under 
Heat, has made the 
transfer to celluloid is wel¬ 
come news for anyone who 
cares about contemporary gay 
arts and letters. Welcome be¬ 
cause the overall quality of 
the movie (or “film,” as we 
are obliged to call it in the 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festi¬ 
val) may encourage indepen¬ 
dent filmmakers to turn more 
often to the rich resource that 
is modern gay and lesbian lit¬ 
erature. (John Weir’s The Ir¬ 
reversible Decline of Eddie 
Socket, for example, cries 
out for a screen treatment.) 
And welcome because it is a 
reminder, as if we needed 
one, that such projects can’t 
and perhaps shouldn’t be un¬ 
dertaken by Hollywood. 

In Under Heat, Dean re¬ 
turns, after years, for a visit to 
his family home in a small 
Kentucky town. His hetero¬ 
sexual brother, Milo, has 
started drinking again, and 
their mother seems to be los¬ 
ing her mind (she locks her¬ 
self in the trunk of her car, 
for instance). Dean’s home¬ 


coming is the occasion for a 
rehashing of old hurts and of 
family secrets, and it does so 
in a style that is most effi¬ 
ciently described as “South¬ 
ern Gothic.” 

Not surprisingly, the 
movie has taken a few liber¬ 
ties with the novel. Since 
Brown co-wrote the screen¬ 
play with the late Peter Reed, 
however, who also directed, 
one can only assume that he 
approved of the changes. 
With respect to at least one 
theme, however, Reed and 
Brown erred — and that, iron¬ 
ically, is in the movie’s treat¬ 
ment of AIDS. 

In Brown’s novel, neither 
Dean nor Simon, the young 
lover Dean takes after he 
finds him mowing the lawn 
one sweltering afternoon, has 
AIDS. In the movie, both of 
them do — or, at least, they 
are both “HIV-positive.” I 
muddle the distinction be¬ 
cause the movie does. In 
what is apparently meant to 
be a spasm of self-pity, Dean 
explains that “it’s all the 
same” —telling someone he 
is “positive” is merely a way 
to soften the blow of saying 
he has AIDS. 

His comment is not an iso- 


KQED Treads Softly in Gay Pride Celebration 

The Tried 

(Or Tired) and True

O nce again, KQED 
proves to be a mere 
shadow of itself. 
The broadcasting 
channel has stocked this 
year’s lesbian and gay pride 
celebration full of reruns. 
Some of the old warhorses it 
plans to trot out include 
Longtime Companion, Com¬ 
mon Threads: Stories from 
the Quilt and Armistead 
Maupin Is A Man I Dreamt 
Up. 

Ironically, in a city that 
spawned such important 
works as The Life and Times 
of Harvey Milk and Tongues 
Untied (which re-airs this 
year as a tribute to Marlon 
Riggs), you’d think the station 
could come up with some¬ 
thing original. On the con¬ 
trary, it kicked off last week 
with a 1993 k.d. lang concert 
that first aired on MTV last 
February. 

Only a third of the pro¬ 
grams in this month-long fes¬ 
tival are new to the station, 
and some of those have al¬ 
ready run in local film hous¬ 
es. Still, there are shows 
worth watching. Here’s the 
best and the worst of the new 
batch: 

Adventures in the Gender 
Trade: (Tuesday, June 21, 
11:30 p.m.) 

By far, the cream of the 
crop. This half-hour entry 
profiles local playwright, per¬ 
former and transsexual Kate 
Bornstein. Director Susan 


Mareno uses several sources — 
interviews, photographs, 
video clips of Bornstein’s play 
Hidden: A Gender — to create 
a thorough history of trans¬ 
sexualism. 

In addition to interviewing 
Bornstein, the director gets

more thoughts on gender 
from local figures such as 
Bambi Lake, Jack Ireland and 
Justin Bond. Furthermore, 
academics put a sociological 
spin on transsexualism. In the 
film’s most revelatory mo¬ 
ment, one anthropologist 
points out that Native Amer¬ 
icans embraced their trans- 
genderists as gifted members 
of the community, not out¬ 
casts. 

But Bornstein is still the 
focus here. She is witty, wise, 
articulate and always com¬ 
pelling. Don’t miss it.

lated example of the film’s 
discomfort with the topic. In 
fact, Under Heat’s decision to 
“contemporize” its two gay 
characters by giving them 


AIDS carries the movie into 
its most self-conscious mo¬ 
ments and manages to blur 
the story’s themes. Dean, 
that is, should be haunted not 


by the possibility of death, 
but by the inevitability of life. 
Given his history (alcoholism, 
his father’s suicide, his moth¬ 
er’s and brother’s inability to 
cope), to suggest anything else 
makes the moral question of 
Dean’s survival less poignant 
than it ought to be. 

And yet my cavil points up 
a genuine dilemma for les¬ 
bian and gay artists today, 
and perhaps especially for 
novelists, filmmakers, and 
playwrights. If they don’t 
deal with AIDS head-on, they 
expose themselves to the ac¬ 
cusation that they’ve punted 
on one of the most critical 
themes in contemporary 
queer life. If they do, they 
are often criticized for han¬ 
dling the theme badly. 

It’s perhaps for that reason 
that we’ve seen a veritable 
trend in “period” settings — 
David Leavitt’s While Eng¬ 
land Slept, Christopher 
Bram’s Hold Tight, and Neil 
Bartlett’s Ready to Catch 
Him Should He Fall, for in¬ 
stance, to take examples from 
novels alone. (Indeed, the

Queer Narration at the Festival 

Getting the Kinks In

M ost fiction films 
dealing with stan¬ 
dard lesbian 
events — coming 
out, leaving a man for a wom¬ 
an, being cheated on, break¬ 
ing up — are maybe too close 
to their subject to realize how 
boring they are. Formulaic 
plots, characters devoid of 
personality, and dialogue ba¬ 
nal beyond belief are stan¬ 
dard features. While this 
might be an attempt to uni¬ 
versalize lesbian experience, 
it could also indicate a hack of 
imagination. However seri¬ 
ously these films take them¬ 
selves, they bear as much re¬ 
semblance to the complexities 
of dyke life as dyke life re¬ 
sembles the heterosexist 
mainstream model. 

There are exceptions. Two 
films celebrating the intricate 
humor of lesbian passion are 
the Australian short, Night- 
work (1993), and the German 
feature, Your Heart Is All 
Mine (1992). The sense of 
awkwardness engendered by 
playing outside social norms, 
and the perceived “inappro¬ 
priateness” of lesbian im¬ 
pulse, here translate into the 
particular and the peculiar. 
Characters are highly individ¬ 
ualized, contrary, and surpris¬ 
ing even to themselves. As 
plot follows character, noth¬ 
ing goes according to plan. 
The romantic is constantly 
contradicted, and thereby en¬ 
hanced, by the ridiculous. 

Jane Schneider’s Night- 
work investigates the detec¬ 
tive genre as a metaphor for 
jealous suspicion. When her 
live-in lover doesn’t show up 
for breakfast, Rachel peers 
through Venetian blinds, 
stakes out a nightclub, even 
disguises herself as a rock 
groupie, in order to collect ev¬ 
idence of a one-night stand. 
The straight narrative struc¬ 


ture protagonist Rachel car¬ 
ries around in her head not 
only passively describes her 
sexual jealousy, but actively 
prescribes her behavior. 
When she finally confronts 
the unrepentant Gerri, the 
drama in her head dissipates 
and she’s left with a flawed, 
familiar human being. This 
sophisticated, unpretentious, 
funny film clocks a short, 
sweet eleven minutes. 

'Your Heart Is All Mine' 

Elke Gotz’s feature, Your 
Heart Is All Mine, also re¬ 
volves around its central char¬ 
acter, Hilde Dopfner, the 
better to depict the disparate 
angles of her closeted selves. 
To her mother, she’s an ele¬ 
gant young-god. Her mocking 
co-workers see her as a prune¬ 
faced, deservedly friendless 
workaholic. Suddenly, with 
the woman who sells her 
sausage rolls, she blossoms 


into a complete human being 
with an impressive range of 
emotions. Rarely has a com¬ 
ing-out story paid such close 
attention to the comic com¬ 
plexities of a personality sub¬ 
jected to the psychic revolu¬ 
tion that is love. The women’s 
relationship is quirky, im¬ 
probable, and grounded in 
precise emotional observa¬ 
tion. Their first kiss is any¬ 
thing but dreamy: erotic ten¬ 
sion registers on their faces as 
furtive guilt, moving into 
anger with themselves and 
each other, before releasing 
into mutual surrender. We 
care about these characters 
not because the script says 
they’re lesbians, but because 
they reveal their kinks. ▼

haps Anatomy 101: Female-to- 
Male intrigues the most. As 
the video Butch Wax puts it, 
“A lesbian with a dick...could 
be the object of anyone’s de¬ 
sire.” Eight short movies 
about girl jocks, FTM trans¬ 
gender ists, butch dykes, hair¬ 
cuts, and peeing in restrooms 
are compiled in this program. 

He-She-Pee traverses the 
hazards and pitfalls faced by 
butch women (and effeminate 
men) when using public rest- 
strooms. A boyish girl freaks 
out some “regular” women by 
walking into the Ladies rest- 
troom. When he-she starts 
fantasizing her comic re¬ 
venge, the gender blurring 
and other confusion that fol¬ 
low are hilarious. Her final 
solution to the problem — re¬ 
placing the Men and Women 
signs in an unexpected way — 
is brilliant. Every gay and les¬ 
bian club should follow film 
director Alisa Surkis’ labeling 
innovation. 

Emotionally opposite to 
He-She-Pee, Zoe la Boxeuse 
is Karim Dridi’s pseudo-docu¬ 
mentary about a tough 
straight woman whose lover, 
Arnold, trains her as a boxer. 
After he cheats her and runs 
away, she becomes a he 
named Albert and searches

out Arnold for revenge. Zoe’s 
less-than-positive story is told 
through interviews with other 
people who knew her, and 
skillfully commingled with 
gorgeous camerawork that 
shows Zoe as a little girl and 
then fighting in the ring. 

Jennifer Lane’s Butch Wax 
eroticizes the female-to-male 
with lots of posing, grooming 
and close-ups. It plays like a 
transgender fashion shoot, or 
maybe a music video, and ac¬ 
tually has a kind of groovy 
dance track. And the lyrics, or 
rather, the text, is both fun 
and intelligent. 

In Mad About the Boy, 
Alix Umen and Lisel Banker 
reveal the dilemmas of bio¬ 
logical females butch enough 
to be seen as males. With 
them we enter the traditional¬ 
ly all-male world of the bar¬ 
bershop and hear their sto¬ 
ries. Local celeb Leigh “Elvis 
HerseLvis” Crow recalls being 
mortified as a child lost at the 
basketball game and getting 
confused for a little boy. An¬ 
other is still keen on being 
able to go into ladies’ dress¬ 
ing rooms with girlfriends. 


Someone else recounts how 
“guys would drive by and yell 
out, ‘Faggot!’ And I’d say, 
‘Well, that’s sort of right’ — in 
the ballpark.” 

Mister Sisters shows two 
athletic women in conversa¬ 
tion about being called “Sir” 
and mistaken for boys. Even¬ 
tually the conversation turns 
to what-ifs, and the film 
switches to fantasy sequences: 
the first about being a 
straight man after the babes; 
the second, hotter and more 
energetic, about being queer 
boys after some man-pussy. 
There’s something for every¬ 
one in this frolicsome piece 
by Ingrid Wilhite. 

Next is Laura Cowell’s sar¬ 
castic Can You Say Androgy¬ 
nous? No, but I can say self- 
indulgent. The background 
music, uncredited, was doubt¬ 
less dubbed from a Smith’s 
album, and that says it all. 

Also on the program but 
unavailable for review are 
Trans by Sophie Contanti- 
nou and Tomboy! by Dawn 
Logsdon. T

Crimped 'Christmas'

I f you tire of wading 
through the throngs of 
people at the Pride 
March next Sunday, if 
your nose is turning red from 
the hot afternoon sun — there 
might be one — and you sim¬ 
ply need to get away to some¬ 
thing mindless for an hour or 
two, then you have an option: 
Camp Christmas, a queer 
holiday special from England, 
which comes to us via the SF 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festi¬ 
val. 

Camp Christmas was pro¬ 
duced by Britain’s Channel 
Four last year as a Christmas 
variety show for national tele¬ 
vision. Cameo appearances by 
famous openly homo persons 
(Quentin Crisp, Sir Ian 
McKellan, Armistead Maupin) 
are sandwiched between 
hostesses Andy Bell and 
Melissa Etheridge mouthing 
incidental chatter and singing 
supermarket-style Christmas 
carols to poorly arranged syn¬ 
thesizer music. 

Some of Camp Christmas 
is very funny, like Lea Delar- 
ia’s monologue about visiting 
her family for the holidays 
(she actually says “pussy”), 
and Gerry Connolly’s imper¬ 
sonation of the Queen — Eliz¬ 


abeth II, that is. 

But if you think gay pro¬ 
gramming ought to have 
something to say about equal 
rights, homophobia, AIDS, or 
even just gay relationships — 
which, again, I do — Camp 
Christmas will disappoint. 
There’s almost no content at 
all. The brief, but neverthe¬ 
less, uninteresting exception 
to the drivel is a two or three 
minute cameo with out les¬ 
bian Col. Margarethe Cam- 
mermeyer (who just won her 
case in federal court to be re¬ 
instated into the National 
Guard). She, of course, touch¬ 
es on the issue of gays in the 
military — but that’s a battle 
being fought in another coun¬ 
try altogether, the United 
States. 

Wasn’t there anything at 
all Missies Bell and Etheridge 
wanted to say to the British 
public, maybe about age of 
consent laws or censorship of 
gay media? Or maybe it was 
liberal enough just to feature 
token black, openly gay soc¬ 
cer star Justin Fashanu, who 
was given even fewer lines in 
an hour than Martina 
Navratilova got in thirty sec¬ 
onds. ▼

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Homo Mix Shorts at the Roxie 

Hits and Misses

T he 19 short films that 
make up the program 
Homo Mix range 
from a straightfor¬ 
ward minidocumentary on 
gay porn to a surreal Barbie 
and Ken-starring condom 
commercial. On the surface, 
these clips don’t seem to have 
much in common, except for 
at least a modicum of queer 
content. But a closer look 
proves this isn’t such a 
schizophrenic collection after 
all. Many of the shorts share 
common themes (like safe 
sex) and imagery (like pulchri¬ 
tudinous men) and fall into 
fairly distinct genres. Perhaps 
the best way to discuss the 
HomoMix flicks is to see 
how they stack up, genre by 
genre. 

Beefcake 

There is beautiful male 
flesh on display in many of 
these films, but it’s in partic¬ 
ular abundance in Voi Che 
Sapete, a montage of 1950s 
musclemen set to an aria by 
Mozart. In that pre-steroid 
age, bodybuilders had much 
sexier, more natural-looking 
physiques, and this clip shows 
them off well, as the men 
pose, wrestle and engage in 
various other homoerotic pur¬ 
suits. The Isaac Julien-co-writ- 
ten Significant (Br)other pre¬ 
sents some alluring footage of 
naked black men and then 
questions whether this kind 
of objectification is right. The 
clip is well-shot, but it’s too 
derivative of Tongues Untied 
to make much of an impres¬ 
sion. A real disappointment is 
Living End director Gregg 
Araki’s Show Me, a music 
videofor Soundgarden’s con¬ 
tribution to the No Alterna¬ 


tive AIDS-benefit album. 
The video features hazy, 
black-and-white images of a 
naked stud (squint hard 
enough and you might con¬ 
vince yourself that it’s 
Soundgarden’s Chris Cornell) 
rolling around in bed. It in¬ 
cludes a brief dick shot, 
which might be one of the 
reasons why it was rejected 
by MTV for its No Alterna¬ 
tive special last fall. Another 
reason might be that it’s just 
plain dull. 

Homo Mix includes some 
entertaining and informative 
— but never didactic — shorts, 
like the slick, well-produced 
Safe Sex Is Fun, which, in a 
more enlightened television 
age, would be running during 
prime time every night of the 
week. Saddle Up! gets the 
same safe sex message across 
more imaginatively using Bar¬ 
bie and Ken dolls and stop- 
motion photography. In this 
short, one of the funniest in 
the collection, Barbie and 
Ken slap condoms on two 
wild, runaway phalluses and 
ride ’em into the sunset. 

Many of the filmmakers 
here let themselves be the 
butt of their own jokes, as is 
the case with Canadian direc¬ 
tor Daniel Maclvor’s Wake 
Up, Jerk Off, Etc. This is a 
funny, cleverly constructed 
film about the numbing day- 
to-day routine of the average 
queer. There’s also a lot of 
self-deprecating humor in 
Auto Biography, a consistent¬ 
ly original comic memoir by 
another Canadian director, 
Dennis Day. Anecdotes about 
growing up gay (one of the 
best involves his fantasies 
about the underwear models 
in newspaper ads) are acted

Taking Back the Dolls 

Barbie's Best Friends

Kick Off Gay Pride Weekend With 
Theatre Rhinoceros 


E ven if you’ve never 
seen Valley of the 
Dolls you may get a 
kick out of 
director/writer Leslie Singer’s 
wacky satire on the druggy, 
spacey world of high-fashion 
models and wannabe movie 
stars. Her low budget, Pix- 
elVision send-up, Taking 
Back the Dolls, has the 
quirky feel of early John Wa¬ 
ters mixed with the static, 
amateurish look of Andy 
Warhol’s films from the ’60’s. 
Singer has a great ear for ca¬ 
sual, offhand dialogue that 
sounds sane but is anything 
but. 

What little story there is 
revolves around Seconal-ad¬ 
dicted model Jennifer, her 
roommate Ann, and their 
friends, supermodel Gia and 
the gun obsessed Neely. In 
short, grainy black and white 
vignettes we see the women 
popping pills and chatting 
idly about the glamorous life. 
They’re bored, listless and 
just a bit tired of the model¬ 
ing grind. 

“I guess living and think¬ 
ing and breathing and just 
having to mentally deal with 
waking up and living is a 
hard thing for me,” Jennifer 
says, her long blonde wig in 
danger of slipping off. Later 
she gripes to Gia, who’s just 


been offered a role in a 
French art film, “Subtitles un¬ 
der a bare ass doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily make it art.” Another 
character, popping pills and 
sipping a soda, asks, “I won¬ 
der why warm Coke tastes 
like a laxative.” Gia dryly 
boasts that a European fash¬ 
ion magazine has praised her 
work for “combining qualities 
of innocence and violence.” 

Technically, Taking Back 
the Dolls will try some view¬ 
ers patience. It’s often out of 
sync, the camera jerks and 
blurs, and if you need a 
strong sense of narrative, for¬ 
get it. Still, it’s full of funny, 
edgy moments, and clever 
satire is so rare in the visual 
arts these days that Singer 


should be recognized for her 
ability to mix scripted come¬ 
dy with improvisation. 

One of the film’s best jokes 
is that none of the women 
looks anything like a model. 
They are way too real — 
chunky, plain and covered 
with puncture bruises from 
shooting up. The absurd idea 
that they could be models 
adds to the contagious sense 
of fun.Y 

Taking Back the Dolls

Daredevils of the Silver Screen

A mong the films you 
may want to consider 
seeing at this year’s 
queer film fest are 
several feature-length docu¬ 
mentaries that, though excel¬ 
lent, have little hope of show¬ 
ing at the nearest suburban 
multiplex. Two of them are 
very different tales of unlike¬ 
ly daredevil heroes. 

The more female daredevil 
of the two is celebrated in 
Fearless: The Hunterwali 
Story. “Fearless” Nadia was 
the heroine — and hero — of 
over 40 action pictures in the 
Indian cinema of the ’30s and 
’40s. Bold, blonde and big- 
busted, she was born Mary 
Evans in Australia. Her Scots- 
soldier father brought her to 
India, then went off and got 
himself killed. She learned 
Hindi (and other languages) 
so that she could sing in 
cabarets. Her dancing teacher, 
Madame Estrova, changed 
the girl’s name to Nadia 
(more exotic) and some of her 
fellow Russian dancers got 
her work in a traveling circus. 

Then she was “discovered” 
by budding, upper-class film 
entrepreneur J.B.H. Wadia. 
He and his writer/brother 
Homi featured her in a low- 
budget stunt production, 
Hunterwali, about “the girl 
with the whip.” Everyone fig¬ 
ured it would be another 
flash in the pan of quickly- 
made and soon-forgotten Indi¬ 
an movies. Not so. 


Nadia became the toast of 
the subcontinent, and this 
film allows us a fascinating 
glimpse of Nadia herself, now 
well on in years, and the fas¬ 
cinating era in which she 
lived. Why her great success? 
“I was willing to try anything 
once,” she tells us. 

Director J.B.H. admits that 
he “was not in tune...with the

Indian way of life. I couldn’t 
understand the shy manner of 
women. Here was a woman 
who would fight men, throw 
them around.” In later films, 
she fought class injustice and 
battled for Hindu-Moslem 
unity. Her co-star was muscle- 
builder John Cavas, seen here 
in an athletic Guild-style pose 
wearing only a fig leaf. Cavas, 
while on a train, snatches Na¬ 
dia from the proverbial 
tracks. Later, our dar edeva 
takes one leering Lothario

and tosses him, moustache 
and all, like a bowling ball 
against a gang of evildoers. 
Masked and on horseback, 
she rides into the sunset. Hi 
ho Shiva! 

'Fast Trip, Long Drop' 

Gregg Bordowitz is the un¬ 
likely hero and maker of Fast 
Trip, Long Drop, an AIDS 
documentary whose singular 
metaphor is daredeviltry. And 
it is brilliant. 

Bordowitz’s alter ego Ev¬ 
eryman, Alter Allesman, does 
what Jewish boys have per¬ 
sisted in doing since the days 
of Moses and Jesus, the Marx 
Brothers and Lenny Bruce: 
telling the truth. The charac¬ 
ters who populate his intelli¬ 
gent rave will be familiar to 
all of us who’ve been made 
crazy by mass media repre¬ 
sentations of AIDS. 

A news commentator sets 
the tone by announcing, “If 
you are one of the people in¬ 
fected with AIDS...panic! If 
you don’t have AIDS, don’t 
worry: I’m not going to talk 
about it. I’m reporting on be¬ 
half of the uninfected.” Mean¬ 
while, the film gives us shots 
of a demolition ball destroy¬ 
ing old buildings. Harry 
Blamer, a well-known AIDS 
activist, shouts, “I don’t care if 
you’re sick yourself! What 
have you done to save ME?” 
Straight female AIDS “vic¬ 
tim,” Charity-Hope Tolerance 
(of the New England Toler¬ 
ances), tells us to “feel bad for 
a few seconds — okay that’s 
enough.” 

The sickly sweet voice of a 
care queen welcomes Alles¬ 
man to the TV show “Thriv¬ 
ing With AIDS,” wherein the 
guest won’t play nice. Instead 
he talks about wanting to kill 
people, and about the first 
time he asked someone to 
fuck him: “I was begging 
him...He was having trouble 
getting it up.” Shown: Vin¬ 
tage film footage of a man be¬ 
ing shot out of a cannon; Bor¬ 
dowitz uses the film to look 
for his father, who died very 
young: footage of a large man 
standing on the edge of a roof 


tossing a newborn baby into 
the air again and again. 

His video quest takes him 
to Jewish cemeteries, and to 
interviews with elders who 
remember Eastern European 
members of his family who 
died en masse in cholera epi¬ 
demics. “And I thought I was 
unique,” he comments. Now- 
classic footage of ACT-UP de¬ 
mos and kiss-ins (set to musi¬ 
cal accompaniment by the 
Yiddish klezmer band The 
Klezmatics) have become bit¬ 
tersweet. No longer sure that 
activism will save him, he ad¬ 
mits, “Now I’m pretty confi¬ 
dent I’m going to die. ..It’s 
weird living with this con¬ 
stant sense of mortality.” 

His effort to deal with all 
of this on film is useful to all 
of us. It’s like Larry Kramer 
with a sense of self-ridicule. 
Bordowitz became infected at 
age 23, and has made a film 
for his generation. Twenty- 
somethings, who are now 
joining the crowds of those 
who are sick and tired of go¬ 
ing to memorial services, and 
sick of watching friends at the 
end suffer too long, or antici¬ 
pating our own ends, will ap¬ 
preciate the honesty of this 
filmed catharsis. 

The film’s death-defying 
visual metaphor becomes gut- 
wrenchingly real (but still fun¬ 
ny) when the camera enters a 
car that Bordowitz is about to 
learn to drive. Anyone who 
can recall the terrifying real¬ 
ization that one is controlling 
— or trying to control — a huge 
rolling hunk of murderous 
machinery with little more 
than one’s own inexperience 
will suffer these scenes 
exquisitely. ▼

Superlative Mimicry

I f you haven’t seen the 
film The Gay Agenda I 
suggest you do. Pro¬ 
duced by the Christian 
right, this razor-sharp piece of 
propaganda helps defeat pro¬ 
gay initiatives around the 
country. Be prepared to see 
“reformed homosexuals,” out¬ 
rageous Gay Day floats and 
sadistic drag queens — this is 
big time gay bashing. Then as 
soon as you feel like you can’t 
take it anymore, get down to 
Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts for the premier of The 
Straight Agenda, a spirited 
slap in the face to fundamen¬ 
talists everywhere. 

Produced by local film¬ 
makers John Binninger, 
Jacqueline Turnure and Nan¬ 
cy Ward, The Straight Agen¬ 
da walks a fine, but con¬ 
trolled, line between truth 
and absurdity. The video be¬ 
gins with statistics about the 
alarming rise in global popu¬ 
lation and quickly moves on 


to the myth of the nuclear 
family. Serious stuff. But then 
a drag queen frets about the 
influence of heterosexuals on 
young children and a doctor 
deadpans that only 20 percent 
of hets engage in “normal 
anal sex.” 

It gets funnier. Scenes 
from Gay Pride are replaced 
with clips from Ft. Laud-

erdale’s Spring Break. Re¬ 
formed straight studs take the 
place of reformed gay sex ma¬ 
niacs. It’s a mirror image of 
The Gay Agenda. Discover 
this film’s exaggerations and 
false logic and you’ll learn 
something about propaganda. 
For example, the narrator 
says, “A heterosexual is 10 


times more likely to have had 
sex with a prostitute.” Ten 
times more likely than 
whom? Grandmothers? 
Priests? He never finishes his 
thought. A doctor describes 
heterosexual sex as a “tearing 
of the vaginal mucosa.” Gob- 
bledygook, but it makes het¬ 
erosexual sex sound like tor¬ 
ture. 

Most of the manipulations 
in the video are not subtle 
enough to actually draw us in 
— we know too much about 
the heterosexual lifestyle and 
laugh too much during the 
video to take these messages 
seriously. But think outside 
the video as you watch and 
you’ll see just how dangerous 
propaganda can be. By por¬ 
traying heterosexuals not as 
individuals, but as a unified 
front with an agenda, the 
video manages to blame them 
for war, famine, and disease. 
Sure, it’s silly to say that all 
straight people think enough 
alike to have an agenda, and 
sillier yet to blame the 
world’s problems on straight 
sexuality. But boy, wouldn’t it 
be easy? After all, over popu¬ 


lation is certainly the fault of 
straights, and over population 
leads to famine and war. Let 
your mind go for a while and 
see all the scary places it will 
take you. Then remember 
how little separates you from 
the people who watch and be¬ 
lieve The Gay Agenda. 

There is nothing heavy- 
handed about The Straight 
Agenda; it lets the viewer 


learn the lessons. And since it 
wants to be funny, we never 
feel guilty about the het bash¬ 
ing. T

John C. Goss' 'Wrecked for Life' 

Mirror Ball Memories

F or a generation of gay 
people, disco was a 
substantial part of the 
coming-out experi¬ 
ence. Dancing was freedom 
and discos offered a new¬ 
found sense of liberation and 
camaraderie. In San Francis¬ 
co in the late ’70s and early 
’80s, the place to be free was 
the Trocadero Transfer, the 
massive, elaborate dance club 
on Fourth Street. 

Recapturing the specific 
time and place of “The Troc” 
is a great idea for a film, espe¬ 
cially in light of AIDS and 
the horror that’s followed. 
But while Wrecked for Life: 
The Trip and Magic of Tro¬ 
cadero Transfer tries hard — 
using a series of talking-head 
remembrances from former 
employees and members — it 
never really gets off the 
ground. 

The film starts with the 
specious observation that 
gays flocked to the Trocadero 
to “move underground to deal 
with the pain of the 1978 as¬ 
sassination of Harvey Milk.” 
That’s about it for establish¬ 
ing a raison d’etre. 

Arranged under a series of 
titles (“Party,” “Dance,” “Uni¬ 
ty,” etc.), the snippets of mem¬ 
ory in Wrecked are edited to 
emphasize the over-the-top 
sense of excitement the club- 
goers convey as they remi¬ 
nisce. For 60 repetitive min¬ 
utes we see and hear witness 
after witness talk about what 
fun the place was, how many 
drugs they took, what kind of 
people went there, and how 
innovative the lighting and 
music were. 

What’s lacking is a narra¬ 
tor to put things in perspec¬ 
tive. It would also help to see 
a picture of the place, inside 
or out, or a map pinpointing 
its location — any sort of visu¬ 
al to break up the heads. As it 
is, the interviewees are left 
stranded, repeating each oth¬ 
er’s thoughts ad nauseam. 

Unbridled Enthusiasm 

I doubt it was anyone’s in¬ 
tention to make these people 
look foolish, but after a while, 
their unbridled enthusiasm 


begins to grate. Was going to 
this club really that important 
in the greater scheme of their 
lives? 

After the title “Mirror 
Balls,” for instance, we get a 
montage of mirror ball mem¬ 
ories. We learn how adept the 
lighting people were at spot¬ 
lighting one little square or 
how they changed the color 
of the room with split-second 
timing. The balls were, appar¬ 
ently, quite fabulous. One 
straight-faced person declares, 
“If you watched them long 
enough, they became a part 
of you.” 

Under the heading “Fans,” 
we learn about dancing with 
fans. One man says that he 
“considered the fans his dance 
partners and that releasing 
the energy of the fans was 
spiritual.” He then demon¬ 
strates the use of two fans, or 
“what we call our multiples.” 
In the “Light” segment we 
learn that the “light show had 
a part to play in not being of¬ 
fensive to people’s drug 
spaces.” 

The most profound obser¬ 
vations come from a transgen¬ 
der person who was liberated 
by the Troc. “In my heart,” 
she says, “I communed with 
God and the cosmos, and I 
got answers to the deepest 
questions in my soul about 
my queerness.” Not many 
clubs can do that. 

Wrecked for Life, so limit¬ 
ed by its talking-head format, 
comes alive only when the 
heads get specific and relate a 
personal story. One woman 
tells of staying up all night at 
the club (a common practice), 
and then watching two 
drugged-out gay men driving 
off separately in the early 
morning light, happily smash¬ 
ing their cars together as they 
go. Her smile at the memory 
lifts the film for a brief mo¬ 
ment. 

The most unintentionally 
funny bit of editing comes 
when the sections “Party Fa¬ 
vors” and “Dance” are fol¬ 
lowed by “Worship.” “Favors” 
is a litany of drug stories. 
Quaaludes, MDA, pot, acid — 
you name it, they did it. And 
then, flying high, they danced 
all-night long. To hear them 


then describe, in hushed, rev¬ 
erential tones, what a spiritu¬ 
al experience the Trocadero 
was is irony at its most hilar¬ 
ious. Just how many 
Quaaludes did it take to find 
God? ▼

mentaries.) 

Get a clue 

While I’m on the subject of 
the Festival, let me spend a 
few choice words on the sim¬ 
pering, insipid summary of 
Under Heat in the Frameline 
catalog. It’s “steamy,” we’re 
told; one main character is 
“hunky” and another is a 
“Calvin Klein wet dream.” 

If Frameline organizers ex¬ 
pect audiences to approach 
these films as intelligent rep¬ 
resentations of our art and 
culture— and let’s pray they 
do — then someone’s got to 
explain to them the difference 
between a film catalog and an

issue of Advocate Men. I 
mean, if we’re really sup¬ 
posed to be making our Festi¬ 
val choices on the basis of the 
number of cute girls or guys 
in each film, then let’s just ad¬ 
mit that Western civilization 
is dead and all go out for a 
martini. 

But despite such obvious 
pandering, and despite the 
film s own flaws, there’s a se¬ 
rious, respectable, and largely 
well-acted story in Under 
Heat. Lee Grant is marvelous 
as the mother, bringing hu¬ 
mor and humanity to an oth¬ 
erwise grim role, and Robert 
Knepper is fairly awesome as 
Dean’s self-destructive broth¬ 
er, Milo. 

On the down side, Eric 
Swanson handles the charac¬ 
ter of Dean unevenly, with a 
bit too much Roddy McDow¬ 
ell in his performance. Dur¬ 
ing Swanson’s scenes of high 
emotion, moreover, you liter¬ 


ally cannot understand a 
word he is saying, and it’s 
odd that this problem wasn’t 
fixed during the looping pro¬ 
cess. 

Finally, the film’s first 15 
minutes — the establishing 
shots — are nearly incompre¬ 
hensible, but bear with them. 
When Under Heat gets its 
bearings, it reveals a lush and 
gorgeously photographed evo¬ 
cation of the American south, 
of a time and of a social class, 
and of the routines of silence 
that families adopt, ironically, 
because they think they need 
them to survive. Under Heat 
is the story, finally, of how 
such muteness threatens to 
transform itself into survival’s 
antithesis. ▼

‘CIosingNumbers' 

Tasteful Melodrama

W hen we first meet 
Anna (fane Asher) 
she’s enjoying a 
sweaty afternoon 
quickie with her husband Kei¬ 
th (Tim Woodward), and all 
seems well in the life of this 
middle-class British house¬ 
wife. But in the next 20 or so 
minutes of Closing Numbers, 
Anna is faced with her hus¬ 
band’s infidelity, bisexuality 
and possible HIV infection. 

That’s the main plotline of 
this production from Britain’s 
Channel Four Films. There 
are also subplots involving 
Keith’s lover Steve (Patrick 
Pearson) and Steve’s friend 
Jim, a PWA who is trying to 
reestablish a relationship with 
his estranged parents before 
he dies. Oh, and then there’s 
Anna and Keith’s son Peter 
(Jamie Glover), who spends 
the last half of the film whin¬ 
ing about not being able to 
study for his Oxford entrance 
exams with all this damn 
melodrama going on. 

Obviously, Closing Num¬ 
bers is a soap opera, but it’s 
a fairly high grade one. It’s 
smartly directed and the act¬ 
ing, except for Woodward’s 
unconvincing, often strident 
performance, is solid. But the 
most notable thing about the 
film is that it avoids the pre¬ 
dictable, giving us situations 
and characters we haven’t 
seen before in AIDS dramas. 
The most original scenes in¬ 
volve Jim’s only half-success¬ 
ful reconciliation with his el¬ 
derly parents. After he makes 
peace with his mother, we 
keep expecting his father to 
rush to his bedside for a teary 


reunion. But it never hap¬ 
pens. In fact, when Jim dies, 
the bitter old man surveys the 
assorted queers and drag 
queens at his son’s funeral 
and grumbles, “Who are 
these people?” 

There are no warm and 
fuzzy scenes here, which Clos¬ 
ing Numbers would’ve no 
doubt had in spades if it had

been made for American 
rather than British TV. Even 
the hopefulness of Anna and 
Keith’s tentative reconcilia¬ 
tion is tempered by a dark 
revelation at the movie’s end. 
(The film’s final image is 
haunting.) 

It never manages to tran¬ 
scend soap opera, but Closing 
Numbers has enough fresh 
moments to make it worth 
checking out. ▼

Last Call at Maud’s: 
(Wednesday, June 29, 8 p.m.) 

Another winner. This is an 
hour-long look at one of San 
Francisco’s most important 
lesbian bars, which closed in 
1989. Here are the women 
who ran it and patronized it 
for some 23 years. Director 
Paris Poirier traces the histo¬ 
ry of San Francisco’s lesbian 
and gay community through 
the eyes of such notable worn- 
ten as Maud’s proprietor Rikki 
Streicher, the legendary cou¬ 
ple Del Martin and Phyllis 
Lyon, San Francisco State 
University professor Sally 
Gearhart, and lecturer JoAnn 
Loulann. 

Culling from an abundant 
stockpile of home movies, 
early videos, and pho¬ 
tographs, Poirier takes a 
sweeping look at the lesbian 
community — from the great 
’40s bars on Broadway to 
Maud’s opening in 1966, 
through the golden years of 
the ’70s, and up through the 
’80s. 

In a stunning finale, Poiri¬ 
er illustrates how the age of 
AIDS affected the social be¬ 
havior of lesbians as much as 
it did gay men and, coupled 
with changing views on fit¬ 
ness (read: lower alcohol con¬ 
sumption), caused the bar to 
close. 

Growing Up Gay: 
(Wednesday, June 29, 11 p.m.) 

This is also worth watch¬ 
ing, even though it starts off 
like a Gay 101 class. Author 
and lecturer Brian McNaught 
talks with a studio audience 
about the many misconcep¬ 
tions people have about ho¬ 
mosexuality. The audience is 
both receptive and sympathet¬ 
ic, but the show is really 
meant for those people who 
are not yet comfortable with 
the gay and lesbian lifestyle. 
For anyone else, however, it’s 
a little slow. 

But don’t change the chan¬ 
nel. In the program’s second 
half, McNaught leads the au¬ 
dience through a series of 
guided visions. Again it’s a lit¬ 
tle hokey at first, but Mc¬ 
Naught eventually picks up 
steam and the film becomes a 
powerful meditation — even 
for gay people — on what it’s 
like to be gay in a straight 
world. 

Be True to Yourself: (Sat¬ 
urday, June 25, 11:30 p.m.) 

This one you can miss. Mr. 
Universe, Bob Paris, and his

equally buffed spouse, Rod 
Jackson, answer questions 
from a group of Arizona 
teens. These two fellas aren’t 
the most articulate role mod¬ 
els, but they do hold hands 
for the entire half-hour 
(yawn!). Most interesting is

one gay teen in the audience 
who sheds more light on 
growing up gay than both 
beefcakes. Besides, they don’t 
even take their shirts off. 

Retreads 

KQED will also re-air sev¬ 
eral shows in June: Tales of 


the City, Robert Morse’s Tru 
and the documentary Silver- 
lake Life: The View From 
Here. Also, look for the short 
profiles of eight local “unsung 
heroes,’’ whose commitment 
to the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity the station will honor 
between programs. One more 
gripe: the station is trying to 
target lesbian and gay youth 
this year, but, oddly, the pro¬ 
grams specifically aimed at 
kids begin at 10 p.m. The Bob 
Paris show starts at 11:30 p.m. 
Wouldn’t it be wise to air 
these programs earlier? 

The station also plans to 
hold a special night of 
fundraising on June 29, specif¬ 
ically aimed at the lesbian, 
gay and transsexual commu¬ 
nity. If you are planning to 
give money, before you write 
that check, tell the station 
that you want original pro¬ 
gramming, that you want to 
support local filmmakers who 
will create new lesbian and 
gay work, and that you want 
to see more new shows on 
next year’s celebration. It’s 
the only way this month will 
turn into a great 30 days of 
programming. ▼

M atthew Martin 
and Paul Anelli 
(Miss Ann Drogy- 
nous), the erst¬ 
while stars of the monster 
drag hit Whatever Happened 
to B.B. Jane?, are together 
again, and what a welcome 
return it is. As gals, these 
guys are pros, and they’ve 
taken their considerable 
campy talents to the next log¬ 
ical step: a “straightforward” 
stage version of the 1965 
southern Gothic horror, 
Hush...Hush, Sweet Charlotte. 

In Hush Up, Sweet Char¬ 
lotte, Martin is back on the 
stage of the Victoria Theatre 
as Bette Davis at the height of 
her crazy old lady resurgence, 
and Anelli has traded in Joan 
Crawford’s shoulder pads for 
Olivia de Havilland’s sweetly 
insidious smarminess. The re¬ 
sults are decidedly less zany 
than B.B. Jane, but then 
again, Charlotte has always 
played second banana to its 
campier predecessor. The sto¬ 
ry of crazy old Charlotte Hol¬ 
lis, daughter of a prominent 
Louisiana plantation owner, 
who has lived her life in the 
shadow of a murder she may 
or may not have committed, 
is much less meaty — even 
with all the grisly details of 
severed hands and heads — 
than the scintillating sister¬ 
hood of Blanche and Baby 
Jane Hudson. And let’s face it: 
Bette’s always Bette and a joy 
to send up, but Olivia de Hav- 
illand is no Joan Crawford. 
Even though the material 
isn’t as captivating as one 
might have hoped, the in¬ 
spired work of the Sweet 
Charlotte cast helps keep the 
show at a consistently enter¬ 
taining, often riotously funny 
level. 

Martin as Charlotte (Davis) 
is a marvel; his comedic com¬ 
mand is tremendous. With his 
wispy, long blond wig, 
bulging eyes and raspy voice, 
he can stand center stage, ut¬ 
ter one word and bring down 
the house. Martin has cap¬ 
tured Davis so completely 
that he’s turned her into his 
own creation. He makes Bette 
Davis funny in ways she was 
never funny before. There’s a 
sweet sadness to this Char¬ 
lotte that gives her vacant 
stare and delirious tantrums a 
kind of humor one doesn’t ex¬ 
pect in a drag show. Martin 
has fully realized Davis, but 
as Davis, he’s fully realized 
the character of Charlotte. It’s 
a wondrous performance, and 


Star and director 

As a first-time director, 
Martin shows a dynamic 
grace that lends a sense of 
dignity to the proceedings, 
even when reaching to the 
lowest of slapstick lows for an 
easy laugh. Martin puts his 
able cast through a nicely 
paced, almost fully realized 
evocation of a staged movie. 
The quick fades that keep 
movie pacing so sharp are dif¬ 
ficult to reproduce in a the¬ 
ater setting, so the lengthy 
blackouts and scene changes 
are unavoidable. These fre¬ 
quent breaks do impede the 
flow of the story — especially 
when the action is supposed 
to turn suspenseful — but the 
overall quality and profession¬ 
alism of the show are never 
compromised. Martin’s direc¬ 
torial duties were certainly 
made easier by the stellar tal¬ 
ents of his cast. As Miriam (de 
Havilland), Charlotte’s up-to- 
no-good cousin, Anelli is a de¬ 
licious “straight man.” Lustier 
than dear Olivia ever hoped 
to be, Anelli is called upon to 
be restrained for the first half 
of this intermissionless two- 
hour potboiler, but once the 
goody two-shoes demeanor is 
dropped and we see Miriam 
for what she really is, Anelli 
pours all his energy into milk¬ 
ing the broad physical come¬ 
dy and bad girl nastiness. 

Ever the master of control, 
Anelli triumphed anew on 
opening night when his wig, 
which seemed to have a life 
of its own, refused to stay put 
on his head. With some none- 
too-subtle mugging to the au¬ 
dience, Anelli turned a bad 
hair day into giggly good fun. 

Among the able support¬ 
ing cast, special mention must 
be made of Gerri Lawlor. 
Portraying Agnes Moorehead 
portraying Velma, Charlotte’s 
loyal white * trash maid, 
Lawlor so beautifully cap¬ 
tures the essence of Moore- 
head’s performance that she 
steals every scene she’s in. 

Martin and his hardwork¬ 
ing troupe have accomplished 
something unique: they’ve 
taken a mediocre, mildly 
campy cult film and, with sur¬ 
prising faithfulness, turned it 
into a sincere, deliciously 
draggy piece of hilarious the¬ 
ater. Y

Symphony's French Festival Shines 

Gallic Wonders

O oh-la-la! The San 
Francisco Sympho¬ 
ny decided to 
forego the usual 
Beethoven festival this year 
and celebrate instead the glo¬ 
rious tradition of musique a la 
francais. For two weeks, 
Davies Hall has been alive 
with the music of the French 
Impressionists and Roman¬ 
tics, with just enough modern 
works to clear the palate. 
There is only one more week 
to go, so serious Francophiles 
take note. 

It has been a good time for 
local concert goers; an embar¬ 
rassment of riches in a way. 
Soprano Jessye Norman in 
two performances, while Jer¬ 
ry Hadley, Samuel Ramey 
and Thomas Hampson have 
been appearing singly and in 
pairs around the Bay. Artistic 
Director of the Kirov — 
Valery Gergiev — has been 
bringing audiences to their 
feet and some critics to the 
door with his distinctly Rus¬ 
sian take on the Festival 
repertory. A dizzying menu, 
but enticing all the same. 

Catching up with the 
French Festival last Friday 
made me wish I had been 
able to attend sooner. Davies 
Hall was festively decorated 
with tricolor balloons and in¬ 
teresting wall hangings. 
There was even an unadver¬ 
tised recital onstage before 
the concert. 

Gergiev may seem an un¬ 
likely choice for the main 
podium duties, but pre-Revo- 
lutionary Russia was notably 
Frenchified and his important 
standing as leader of the leg¬ 
endary Kirov should allow 
him entree to any type of mu¬ 
sic he wishes to explore. 

Judging from the results 
that night, he brings a pre¬ 
dictably Slavic muscle to the 
tangy delicacies of Ravel and 
the elegance of Saint-Saens. 
Stravinsky’s Symphonies of 
Wind Instruments was al¬ 
lowed on the bill for the com¬ 
poser’s dedication of the score

VH-1 Rejects 

There are a few clips here 
— ones filled with pretty boys, 
pretty music and pretty set¬ 
tings — that come off like 
adult-contemporary music 
videos and constitute the 
worst that Homo Mix has to 
offer. In So Unlike Their 
Reputation, Peter Bowan 
gives us some tender recollec¬ 
tions of his former lovers and 
alcoholic father, but the Bruce 
Weber-type shots of preening 
men and the soft, lulling mu¬ 
sic suck the passion right out 
of the piece.

at the premiere of Le Sacre 
du Printemps coursing 
through its very witty pages. 

The performance was 
good, but the audience was 
rude and inattentive. Clearly, 
a great many were not accus¬ 
tomed to Davies Hall eti¬ 
quette — arriving late and 
then talking as if no one else 
would notice. Some hapless 
new faces among the usually 
expert usher staff permitted 
this, but it’s unlikely to be¬ 
come a trend. 

Things calmed down for 
the appearance of Russian pi¬ 
anist Alexander Toradze in 
the Ravel Piano Concerto in 
G major, though his barn¬ 
storming rendition of a 
fiendishly difficult score heat¬ 
ed things up again in just the 
right way. A very engaging 
stage presence and a wonder¬ 
ful sense of timing ignited the 
jazzier moments of the first 
and final movements; the cen¬ 
tral Adagio, however, which 
features one of the loveliest 
melodies Ravel ever wrote, 
seemed a bit dry. But 
Toradze is a fabulous per¬ 
former and he made the 
whole thing appear like some 
wonderful improvisation. 

Gergiev’s Russian ap¬ 
proach to the horns and 
woodwinds (large scaled, 
slightly raw) worked well in 
the Symphony No. 3 in C mi- 


Homo Mix’s best short 
isn’t as easily categorized as 
the others.

Fourteenth Annual U.S. Gay Open Tennis Championship 

Upset at Tennis Open

S eeding proved unreli¬ 
able in the 14th An¬ 
nual United States 
Gay Open Tennis 
Championships, held Memori¬ 
al Day weekend throughout 
the Bay Area. Over the years, 
the tournament, which drew 
32 players in 1980, grew to 
nearly 400 players competing 
in 22 events this year. Both 
the size of the field and the 
fact that so many players new 
to the gay tennis circuit were 
using the tournament as a 
tune up for the Gay Games 
meant that many new faces 
slipped into the championship 
rounds, held at Golden Gate 
Park on May 31. 

In Men’s C Singles compe¬ 
tition, for instance, not one of 
the eight seeded players 
reached the quarterfinals. So 
in a battle of the unseededs, it 
took three sets for Jerry Nick- 
elson of San Diego to outplay 
San Franciscan John Wilson, 
6-3, 6-7, 6-2, in the champi¬ 
onship round. The Men’s B 
Singles final also saw a seed¬ 
less, as Johnny Carter of San 
Francisco, swung his way 
past Jim Bean of Los Angeles, 
6-3. 6-3. 

In fact, Australia’s Joe 
Hamilton was the only seeded 
player to reach the final 
round of men’s singles com¬ 
petition. Hamilton fell to New 
Yorker Dan Garza, 6-3, 6-2, in 
the Men’s A final. 

In an all-San Francisco fi¬ 
nal, Doug Robson bested 
Casey Merickel, 6-4, 6-1, to 
capture the Men’s Open Sin¬ 
gles title. The two finalists — 
both unseeded — were certain¬ 
ly not unknown to each other, 
as they knew one another in 
their days playing on the ju¬ 
nior circuit. 

Robson, who didn’t drop a 
set along the way to his victo¬ 
ry, said he felt like a “tennis 
diva for the weekend.” A for¬ 
mer college player, Robson 
entered in preparation for the 
upcoming Gay Games and 
was playing in his first gay 
tournament. 

Seeds faired better in the 
women’s competition, where 
upsets were not so much the 
rule. Top seeded Julie Cher- 
rington captured the Wom¬ 
en’s B Singles title and San 
Franciscan Lucy Lim, seeded 
first in Women’s A Singles, 
outlasted Elaine Jackson of 
Austell, GA, in the final, 6-3, 
6 - 0 . 

In what turned out to be 
an anomoly, the top two 
seeds did reach the Women’s 
Open Singles final, as Santa 
Rosa’s Yvonne Gallop over¬ 


powered the steady backcourt 
game of top-seeded Quynh Le 
of Irvine. 

The hard-hitting Gallop 
had some cramping in her 
legs and opted to rely on mus¬ 
cle. “If I had tried to stay in 
and hit with her,” said Gallop 
after her 6-4, 6-3 victory, “I 
could not have kept up, so I 
went for winners, and, fortu¬ 
nately, my timing was there.” 

Gallop was not the only 
player to feel the effects of 
the heat, Barbara Trott of 
Oakland took the first set of 
the Women’s C/D Singles, 6-0, 
only to watch her opponent, 
Remy Raquiza of Los Ange¬ 
les, retire after the first set. 

The Skidmore sisters — 
Becky and Nancy — teamed to 
take the Women’s Open Dou¬ 
bles title by beating Oregoni¬ 
ans Deanne Larsell and Nan¬ 
cy Osborne. Nancy Skidmore, 
crediting the net game as the 
key to her family’s victory, 
said “If you don’t play the net 
in the Open division, you go 
home.” 

The Don’t Panic Duo of 
Tina Rimer, of Columbus, 
and Todd Stillman, of Los 


Angeles, lived up to their top 
seeding by defeating locals 
Anne Lowery and Kerry 
Mitchell, 6-2, 6-2 in the Open 
Mixed Doubles championship 
match. The Rimer and Still¬ 
man triumph was sweetened 
by the fact that they lost in 
last year’s final round. 

In the Men’s Open Dou¬ 
bles, Mitchell teamed with 
Chris Staples of Miami and 
Stillman paired up with Nick 
Donath, as Mitchell and Sta¬ 
ples prevailed in the finals, 6- 
4, 6 - 1 , a rare repeat of their 
victory in the 1993 USGO. 

With some 500 matches 
leaving a handful of winners, 
its impossible to report fully 
on the sport and the spirit of 
the competition. For all the 
weekend’s sweat, there was 
more than just tennis to en¬ 
joy. The sportsmanship was 
exhibited by players’ willing¬ 
ness to give extra time to op¬ 
ponents. struggling with 
cramps or muscle pulls. Hugs 
and handshakes prevailed. 
And depending upon which 
source you trust, the socializ¬ 
ing — in which there are no 
seedings — was “wonderful,” 
“terrific.” or “non-stop.” ▼

Sunshine Stories

I ’ve always been a sun 
worshipper. Back east, 
where I come from, 
when we went to “the 
shore,” as we used to call the 
beaches of the Atlantic, it was 
at least a ten-hour affair. In 
fact, I remember getting up as 
early as six o’ clock on some 
days and dragging my poor 
tired self the few blocks from 
my parents’ rented bungalow 
to the sandy white beach, 
plopping myself down on my 
towel, and going back to 
sleep. Once in a great while 
we’d duck under the board¬ 
walk for a little relief from 
the heat; most of the time we 
laid there broiling, covered 
head to toe in our baby oil 
and iodine concoctions, work¬ 
ing on the ultimate tan. I 
don’t ever remember seeing a 
sun hat in those days, or an 
umbrella. I certainly didn’t 
use one. That was the kind of 
paraphernalia you saw in re¬ 
ally hot places, like the Car¬ 
ibbean, or Mexico. 

I still love the sun and I’m 
probably in it (unprotected) 
more than I should be. But 
even I have noticed the 
change in the ozone. I’d been 
pretty careful about hanging 
out too long at the beach, too, 
until last week. 

It was a gorgeous day, the 
kind of day we used to have 
in San Francisco all the time 
— clear, warm, with just a 
slight breeze. I drove to Baker 
Beach with a friend. It hadn’t 
been this nice in quite some 
time, and I decided to spend 
the day armed with my sun 
tan lotion and block. But this 
time I got burned. Not just 
kind of pink, but burned. The 
kind of burn I haven’t experi¬ 
enced since I was a kid at 
camp. And since I was forced 
to remember, research and 
create remedies to relieve the 
pain and suffering, I thought 
I’d share some of them with 
you. 

When I was a little kid, my 
mother used to brew up a 
huge vat of tea, cool it and 


then pour it over our sun¬ 
burn. She said the tannic acid 
pulled the sting out. Looking 
up remedies in one of my 
books, I saw that tea bags 
were mentioned. In fact, if 
your eyes should get swollen 
and burnt, it’s suggested that 
tea bags be dipped into cold 
water and applied directly to 
the eyes. One of my old 
standbys is cider vinegar. I 
use it as a rinse, mixed 50-50 
with water after a shower. It 
definitely helps with the 
sting. 

Most people have caught 
on to the healing properties 
of aloe vera gel. The stuff re¬ 
ally works. I’d recommend 
the purest forms of gel, near 
100 percent with as little per¬ 
fume and additives as possi¬ 
ble. Since sunburned skin is 
already sensitive, why risk ir¬ 
ritating it with additives? 

If you are really miserable, 
you can sit in a bathtub of 
cold water; you might try 
adding baking soda to the wa¬ 
ter and let it dry onto your 
skin when you get out of the 
tub. Heavy sun exposure can 
sometimes cause a fever,

which is exactly what hap¬ 
pened to me. I went to sleep 
with one ice pack on the 
burned area of my body, and 
another one I shifted to differ¬ 
ent pulse points, just to bring 
my temperature down.

Keep your skin moistur¬ 
ized with lotions (chilled in 
the fridge feels nice) and 
drink plenty of water. Eating 
lightly will also aid your body 
in the healing process. 

Over-the-counter hydrocor¬ 
tisone creams or aerosols con¬ 
taining benzocaine, benzyl al¬ 
cohol, lidocaine, or diphenhy¬ 
dramine hydrochloride will 
also reduce pain.
